contained. It is evident that if the spurious drug is used instead 
of the official, the therapeutic effects will be widely different, 
even if the total alkaloidal strength of the finished preparation 
is standardized in accordance with the Pharmacopeeia. In view 
of the fact that the official assay methods call for an assay of the 
total alkaloids only, without any differentiation between the hyos- 
cine and hyoscyamine, the substitution of the spurious drug for 
the genuine might easily go undetected, save for the marked 
difference in the therapeutic effects. We commend the note of 
Dr. Lyons to the careful consideration of our readers, so that 
they may protect themselves against either ignorant or unscrupu- 
lous dealers who might be tempted to substitute this spurious 


drug for that recognized in the Pharmacopeeia. 


The English ‘translation of the 
The Pharmacopoeia third revised edition of the Phar- 
of Japan. macopeeia of Japan, which became 
official January 1, 1907, has at 
last been issued after much delay. The volume is a large one, 
containing 450 pages, and is typographically very attractive. The 


Latin names of the drugs are given, and in the case of patented 


‘ products a chemical name is substituted for the proprietary title. 


Arabic numerals are used and temperatures are given in the cen- 
tigrade scale, metric weights and measures being used through- 
out. The Latin nomenclature is based on the German model. 
The work shows Teutonic influences throughout, and the stand- 
ards of purity set are all practically in accord with those set in 
the German Pharmacopeeia. This is a fact which must be borne 
in mind by Americans who wisheto sell their products in Japan, 
The Japanese work shows a careful study of European models, 
and is altogether an up-to-date publication and one that reflects 
great credit upon its producers. 


HANDS OFF THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 
HE first of the proposed amendments to the national food 
and drugs act to attain a place on the calendar of Congress 
provides for the recognition of the Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia 
A bill to this effect was 
introduced by Senator Gallinger, of New Hampshire. The bill was 
teferred in due course to the Committee on Commerce, which 
had charge of the food and drugs act. It is questionable whether 
the bill will ever be reported out of the committee, for there is 
an evident disposition on the part of Congress to keep its hands 
off in the pure food matter until the present law has been given 
a fair trial. 
There are several features of the act of June 30, 1906, which 
have been criticised and which might possibly be improved by 


amendment, but the disadvantages which would accrue from any 


‘ change in the act at this particular juncture much more than

counterbalance any advantages*to be gained, and we most sin- 
cerely trust that the policy of hands off will be followed by Con- 
gress in this matter. Even if it were advisable, however, to make 
any changes in the act, such an amendment as that proposed 
would be most undesirable. The general terms of the act offer 
ample means for remedying any evils which may be discovered 
relating to the character of preparations sold under the titles rec- 
ognized in the Homeopathic Pharmacopceia. Should that volume 
be recognized by an amendment we would have a most unfor- 
tunate condition as to standards, for some of the preparations in 
that work are known by the same names as are given in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia to preparations: differing materially 
in strength and character. The recognition of the, Homeopathic 
Pharmacopoeia would therefore offer a loophole for evasion and 
might lead to serious complications through the recognition of dif- 
fering preparations of identical names. Most decidedly Congress 


should keep its hands off the food and drugs act. 


HOW REAL SUNDAY CLOSING IS ACCOMPLISHED. 
HE pharmacist who will carefully analyze his Sunday sales 
wili find that only a surprisingly small proportion of them 
could not quite as well have been made on some other day. How 
small this proportion is is indicated by the fact that in the town 
of Auxerre, France, with a population of 20,000 and ten pharma- 
cies, the total sales on a Sunday amount to but from $6 to $10. 
in this town, as described in detail by our Paris correspondent in 
another column, all the pharmacies close up all day every Sun- 
day, and the only place where drugs can be had is a Sunday dis- 
pensary, which is maintained by all the pharmacists jointly and 
the total stock of which is valued at but $80.

the understanding that all the profits accruing from its operation 
shall be added to the funds for the poor, while the necessary at- 
tendance is furnished by each of the ten pharmacists in turn. 


HIS is a novel and effective solution of the Sunday rest prob- 

lem which obviates most of the objections which have been 

raised to various methods of securing Sunday rest for the phar- 

macist. It meets all the objections, in fact, save that it will mean 

a loss of patronage and profit from the soda and cigar counters, 
a factor that does not enter into the equation in France. 


HE alternate closing idea, which has long been in operation 

in Dinard, in Dijon, at Mintelingar and in many small towns 

in the South of France, on much the same plan as is followed at 
Nuremberg, Germany, and described in the AMERICAN DRUGGIST 
about a year ago. But the average pharmacist does not relish 
sending his regular patrons to a competitor, even under these 
conditions, as he fears that their patronage may be permanently 
lost. It is true that, where such alternate closing is practised, 
the agreement to close frequently embraces a strict agreement 
against any form of canvassing for the regular patronage of the 
Sunday patron. Nevertheless, the plan will meet with objections 
from some druggists on the grounds named. The dispensary plan, 
on the other hand, while wholly free from this objection, is open 
to the objection that in comparatively few municipalities will the 
authorities be inclined, even if in a position to do so, to furnish 
quarters for a Sunday dispensary practically rent free. But the 


plan is well worth looking into, particularly. for the smaller towns. 
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HE French government is avowedly irreligious. The Sunday 
Rest Act was not adopted with any idea of treating the 
Sabbath as a day of worship. The religious aspect of the matter 
did not—ostensibly at least—enter into consideration. It was 
merely a hygienic measure, one undertaken in the belief that it 
would in the long run be best for the State as well as for the 
individual to have one day of rest per week compulsory for all. 
In the United States it is the religious element which is moving 
in the matter, and with us this element is a very powerful one 
and its support to the movement means much. Now, if to that 
element can be added the element which in France has secured 
the enactment of the law providing for compulsory rest we may 
see some amelioration of one of the unnecessary hardships of the 
pharmacist’s life. 


THE GUARANTY FOLLOWS THE GOODS. 


‘y may be recalled that some months ago an official connected

Therefore, it was argued, it might not be possible for 
the individual making a sale in contravention of the act—and 
thus committing a crime—to shift this criminal responsibility to 
another person through establishing a guaranty, as provided under 
the act. This phase of the subject was brought forward tenta- 
tively in the AMERICAN DruaGcIsT some months ago, though we 
seem not to have made it sufficiently clear that some of the 
persons connected with the administration of the law were in 
doubt on the matter, for one of our esteemed contemporaries was 
at much pains to set us right regarding the operation of the 
guaranty. We have always understood this matter clearly and 
never thought it probable that the evident intent of the law would 
be frustrated by the application of this particular legal maxim. 
‘ 
HE Attorney-General, in response to a request for an opinion 
on the subject by the Secretary of Agriculture, after analyz- 
ing the conditions under which the law was enacted, points out that 
it was the intent of the committee which framed the act, in insert- 
ing this provision, to relieve entirely from prosecution any retail 
or wholesale dealer who had received a guaranty from the person 
from whom he purchased, and, as stated by the committee, to 
“prevent any dealer from being put to the expense of a prosecu- 
tion when he takes the precaution to protect himself by requiring 
a guaranty.” 

“Any other construction of this act,” says the Attorney-General, 
“would work great hardship upon an innocent intermediary who, 
relying upon thte guaranty which he receives from the original 
manufacturer of an article, sells it in interstate trade and guaraii- 
tees it in his turn. And if the original guaranty does not fulls 
protect him in such case, it would become exceedingly hazardous 
to sell and guarantee such article, even though guaranteed by tlie 
manufacturer, without first making, on his own account, 
detailed investigation, chemical or otherwise, to ascertain whethe 
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it is in fact adulterated or misbranded. Manifestly, however, such 
a requirement would in many cases seriously impede and obstruct 
interstate trade,” 


THE OPSONIC INDEX AND THE BACTERIAL 
VACCINES. 
E have made several references in previous issues to Sir 
Alfred Wright’s theory of the opsonins and its applications 
in medicine and take pleasure in directing attention to a succinct 
but clear account of the opsonic theory and of the theory and 
practice of the preparation and use of bacterial vaccines which 
appears in another column. While the practical pharmacist may 
think that such matters are not within the scope of his legitimate 
interests, he will find that his most profitable patronage, that 
which comes through his association with physicians, is much 
influenced by the reputation which he is able to establish as a man 
of broad scientific attainments. Moreover the introduction of 
the bacterial vaccines brings into the field of therapeutics a wholly 
new group of curative agents which at least theoretically offers 
employment for any pharmacist who has a working knowledge 
of bacteriology. The reports which have been published both by 
Wright and his pupils indicate that by far the most satisfactory 
therapeutic results are obtained by what is known as autogenous 
vaccines, that is, vaccines prepared from the identical bacteria 
taken from the subject to be treated. As pointed out in an arti- 
cle by Dr. Charles D. Aaron in the New York Medical Journal 
for December 1, 1906, these freshly prepared autogenous vaccines 
prove efficacious in the treatment of cases which fail to yield 
to “stock vaccines.” This means that in order to get the best re- 
sults the physician using the vaccines must have the cooperation 
of a practical bacteriologist on the spot. Such cooperation is also 
required for the determination of the opsonic index. The ques- 
tion of whether or not the pharmacist may make this particular 
field of work his own will depend entirely upon his skill with the 
microscope and his knowledge of bacteriological techinque. 
NE of the hopeful features of the case is that for the prepara- 
tion of autogenous vaccines no differentiation of bacteria 
need be made by the operator. His duty is to merely make a 
culture under proper conditions from the tube which is fur- 
nished him by the practitioner, and then return to the physi- 
cian the bacterial vaccine after the bacteria have been grown un- 
der proper conditions and killed in accordance with the instruc- 
tions which have been made public by Wright. Theoretically at 
least this would not seem to be a very difficult operation for 
one who has had adequate training in bacteriological technique. 
Practically it would be most unwise for any one to undertake 
this work without specific instructions from-.a competent and ex- 
perienced hacteriologist. 


HE essential features as developed by Sir Alfred Wright are 
the administration of the vaccine in minute doses, a careful 
watch of the opsonic index and the selection of the proper time 
for the administration of the dose as indicated by the fluctua- 
tions in the opsonic index. The opsonic index as described at 
some length in the paper by Doctor Warner may be more briefly 
described as being a statement of the percentage ratio between 
the number of the bacteria destroyed by the blood of a healthy 
person and by that of an infected person. To say that a patient’s 
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opsonic index is 0.6 for streptococci, for instance, means that in 
a given space of time, under identical conditions, a given amount 
of the blood of the patient will destroy only six-tenths as many 
streptococci as will the blood of a healthy person. 


porn after the injection of a bacterial vaccine the 

opsonic index for that bacterium is lowered. This gradually 
rises, generally above the normal, and then begins to sink. The 
physician watches the rise and fall of the opsonic index carefully 
and soon after it has reached its maximum increase and begun 
to decline, another minute dose of the bacterial vaccine is in- 
jected. It seems highly important that the injection should be 
given at just the proper stage, as by this means a cumulative up- 
ward tendency in the opsonic index—which is in fact an index of 
the bacteriotrophic, or bacteria destroying power of the blood— 
is obtained. In the treatment of tuberculous lesions Wright has 
used Koch’s tuberculin in very minute doses with remarkably 
favorable results, and has apparently demonstrated the fact that 
the objectionable results which have‘ followed its use have been 


due to the excessive and inopportune doses. 


HE future of this new therapy is not yet assured. Some 
American investigators have privately stated their disappoint- 
ment in the results observed with the opsonic index. So far as we 
are aware the results obtained from the bacterial vaccines have 
been more generally satisfactory, even without the guidance 
which should be furnished by the opsonic index. At all events 
whatever may be the ultimate future of this particular form of 
medication it is quite important that the pharmacist should in- 
form himself as to at least the general outline of the theory on 
which it is based. 
THE LIMITS OF LEGISLATIVE POWER. 
HE decision rendered in the Supreme Court of the United 
States on December 13 in the case of Heath & Milligan 
and others against J. H. Wort, director of the North Dakota 


Government Agricultural Experiment Station, is one of wide- 
spread interest, as it involves prificiples of legislation which have 
an important bearing upon all the various State laws regulating 
the sale of foods and drugs. The case at issue involved neither 
of these classes of products, but the underlying principles are as 
applicable to drugs and foods as they are fo the paints which 
were the subject of this particular litigation. Moreover, the :de- 
cision will, no doubt, bring about the enactment of a Federal 


labeling Jaw for paint along the iine of the food and drugs act. 


HE case came before the United States Supreme Court on 
direct appeal from the decision of the United States Circuit 
Court affirming the constitutionality of a statute of North Dakota 
requiring the manufacturers of mixed paints to designate on the 
labels the ingredients composing them. The act in question reads 


as follows: 

1. Every person, firm, or corporation who manufactures for 
sale or exposes for sale, or sells, within this State, any white 
lead, paint or compound intended for use as such, shall label the 
same in clear and distinct open Gothic letters then a white back- 
ground and show the true percentage of each mineral constituent 
contained in said paint, or if other than linseed oil is used in 
its preparation, the names of such oils or substitutes shall be 
shown, together with the percentage thereof, and every person, 
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firm or corporation who manufactures for sale, or exposes for 
sale or sells within this State any mixed paint or compound in- 
as such which contains any ingredient other than 
pure linseed oil, pure carbonate of lead, oxide of zinc, turpentine, 
japan dryer and pure colors, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall, for each offense, 
be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five and not more 
than one hundred dollars and costs, or by imprisonment in the 
jail not exceeding sixty provided, that any such 
firm or corporation who shall manufacture for sale or

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THE OPSONIC THEORY AND THE FUTURE OF 
BACTERIAL VACCINES.!

Phagocytosis represents the swallowing or incorporating of 
foreign substances by certain cells, known as phagocytes, which 
in turn are divided into fixed phagocytes comprising the fixed 
connective tissue cells and endothelium, and the free phagocytes. 
The term phagocyte must not be regarded as synonymous with 
leucocyte, as some species of the latter are immobile and never 
attack or take up bacteria. Phagocytes possess amceboid move- 
ment so as to be able to migrate, to apprehend, to digest, and as- 
similate bacteria or. other foreign bodies. As far as known these 
cells possess no volition or nervous apparatus giving them tactile 
sense, still they approach substances fitted for their use and en- 
gulf them. This exhibition of attractive force is termed positive 
chemotaxis, and is exhibited at some stage of all microorgan- 
ismal diseases. It would require a great deal of time to enume- 
rate the many experiments of Metchnikoff, all of them leading up 
to the discovery of the opsonins. Be it sufficient to mention here 
the results of Metchnikoff’s studies regarding the action of bac- 
teria and serums in the blood, his advocating the use of the 
term “stimulins” in preference to “antitoxins,” claiming that the 
antitoxic action of serums does not exist, that the serums do not 
act directly on toxins, but cause to bring into-play certain forces 
of the organism (namely, the phagocytes), whose absolute in- 
tegrity 1s necessary for the manifestation of the influence of the 
serum. These latter observations really led up to the bacterial 
vaccine theory, advocated and put to practical use by Sir A. E. 
Wright, M. D., a guide to which is known as the “Opsonic Index.” 


’ 


What Are Opsonins ? 

The question now arises: What are “opsonins,” what is their 
action, and how are they obtained or increased ? Some 
observers hold that they are identical with certain other anti- 
bodies, others claim that their structure is similar to certain con- 
stituents of normal or immune serum, that they are structures 
like the toxins, agglutinins and precipitins, and others again that 
they are double structures like cytotoxins, or the hemolysins of 
hemolytic sera. Wright describes opsonins as certain antibac- 
terial substances present in the circulating blood, but to which he 
gives the more appropriate term of bacteriotropic elements. 

The Function of the Opsonins. 

Opsonins act upon bacteria and change them in such a way 
that they are more readily assimilated by the phagocytes, by kill- 
ing the bacteria without dissolving them. They may kill and dis- 
solve the bacteria, they may cause the agglutination of bacteria in 
the presence of salt, and they may so alter the bacteria as to cause 
them to be readily ingested and digested by the phagocytes. This 
latter phase directly represents the action of the opsonins, the 
name “opsonin” being derived from the Greek, “opsono,” which 
means converting into palatable pabulum, preparing for food. 

Opsonins exist in normal serum and in larger quantities in 
the serum of successfully inoculated subjects. At the 
time of Metchnikoff’s publication of the theory of phagocytosis 
Wright was busily engaged in biological research, and it was but 
natural that he directed his work to discover the nature of the 
composition of the cell body of the phagocytes. He ob- 
served that bacteria were not molested by washed leucocytes, but 
that the same bacteria previously mixed with human or animal 
blood would be eagerly devoured by the phagocytes. Washing 
the bacteria after bringing them in contact with blood revealed 
further that they were eagerly taken up by the washed leuco- 
cytes. He next directed his efforts to determine what 
substance of the blood should cause this special attractive prop- 
erty in the leucocytes. Deductions from his studies led him to 
believe that it was some kind of substance given off by the cells

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of the body, and this substance, unknown as to its complex or- 
ganic composition, but possessing the property of fixing, engulf- 
ing, or whatever term might be appropriate, in a manner so as to 
excite and increase the phagocytic properties of the leucocytes, 


Wright named “opsonin.” 
How Opsonins Are Formed. 


Whenever the body cells become very active in the prepara- 
tion and elimination of this substance he noted that it collected 
about the bacteria, forming a sort of covering over them, with 
out hurting their activity, at. the same time noting that the here- 
tofore inactive leucocytes in their immediate vicinity became 
phagocytic in movement and character. He next endeavored to 
study the probable amount of opsonins liberated by the body cells, 
and lengthy tests proved to him that it differed materially re- 
garding quantity, in accordance with the time and surroundings. 
Experimentations proved to him that when the blood was rich 
in opsonins the leucocytes, or rather phagocytes, exerted a highly 
increased phagocytic ravage. These studies led him to 
observe that the increase took place whenever the amount of bac- 
teria increased, and vice versa, that is to say, by injecting bacteria 
into the circulation of the test animals, he noted the increase of 
phagocytic action, ascribing this to the augmented liberation of 
opsonins by the cells. Immediately after the injection of dead 
bacteria, the liberation of opsonins by the cells was noted, the 
opsonin covered the dead germs primarily, and thus excited to 
the extremest activity they began to encircle and incorporate 
within their bodies all live germs present. Investigations 
positively proved that there were special opsonins for each species 
of bacteria. With these facts before him, Wright proceeded to 
apply the heretofore acquired theories to practical use and this

The Discovery and Manufacture of Bacterial Vaccines. 


The latter represent killed bacteria suspended in normal salt 
solution and sterilized at 60° C. These solutions are standardized 
by calculating the total number of bacteria in 1 Cc. and are dis- 
pensed in Wright capsules in denominations ranging from 15,000,- 
000 to 500,000,000 bacteria to the tube or capsule. If prepared 
from stock cultures in the laboratory these vaccines are termed 
“stock vaccines.” This is to differentiate them from autogenous 
vaccines, which are freshly prepared from cultures obtained from 
a specified case. Wright prepares his “stock vaccines,” putting 
them up in 50 Cc. bottles, each cubic centimetre of which contains 
600,000,000 standardized dead bacilli. It has been proved that 
stock vaccines lose in efficacy in two months, and it is advisable 
to prepare them fresh every four weeks. They should be kept in 
dark and cool places. The manufacture of cultures from specific 
cases in order to produce autogenous vaccines takes from two to 
three days, and in several instances the cultures so obtained failed 
to opsonize. Tests with the amount of opsaqnins by both the stock 
and the fresh cultures showed differentiations up to 40 and 50 
percent. The preparation of stock vaccines has already been taken 
up by several pharmaceutical manufacturers, who, in addition to 
their pharmaceutical plants, have well equipped laboratories for 
research. 


Pharmacists Prepare Bacterial Vaccines. 


During my late travels in Europé I learned that the prepara- 
tion of stock vaccines was conducted in a few instances only in 
the laboratories connected with the leading pharmacies. Of this 
more later. 


The Opsonic Index 


represents the difference in opsonic power of the blood serum of 
an infected person as compared with that from a healthy subject. 
When reading opsonic indices the reading of the opsonic index 
of a healthy being is given as 1.0. The method employed to ac- 
curately determine the opsonic power of the blood of a person is 
as follows: Equal parts of an emulsion of red cells and leuco- 
cytes and of an emulsion of bacteria and serum are mixed and 
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held at a temperature of 37° C. for about fifteen minutes, after 
which a spread slide is prepared from this mixture and the smear 
is studied under 1/12 0il immersion lens, It will be noted that the 
leucocytes differ in form and size and in their content of bacteria. 
These variations may be due to phagocytic activity, but may be 
caused by interference from the red cells, which are present in 
large numbers. It becomes necessary to count from 50 to 100 
or more leucocytes and to count the number of bacteria ingested 
by them. If more than one count is made, succeeding counts 
should be made by the same person to avoid differences in counts, 
which would be likely to occur owing to variation in methods 
employed. To make this clear I cite the following example: In 
a specimen smear in which 50 to 100 leucocytes are studied and 
in which 500 streptococci have been treated with healthy serum 
we tind that 50 leucocytes ingested 250 streptococci, 100 ingested 
500, etc. Our next step is to take the serum from a person afflict- 
ed with furunculosis or any other disease in which the strepto 
coccus is the infective germ, and upon study we find that 50 leuco- 
cytes ingest 150, and 100 ingest 300 streptococci; then the opsonic 
index of such person is:

But in the countries I speak of there is a higher standard of edu- 
cation required of the pharmacist, better known, in their respective 
countries, as “apotheker,” “pharmacien,” “apothecary,” to right- 
fully distinguish them from “droguenhaendler” or “druggist.” 

It is to be hoped that in time to come the study of bacteriology 
and biology will become part of the curriculum in our colleges 
of pharmacy, and that the laws of the State will draw a distinct 
line between the title of “pharmacist” and that of “druggist.” By 
the time such conditions have taken place, I have no doubt our 
knowledge as to the value of bacterial vaccines as therapeutic 
agents will have enlarged to such an extent, and their use will be 
so universal, that the medical profession will be able to find many 
scientific pharmacists fully qualified and competent to render them 
any laboratory service appertaining to the making and standard 
izing of bacterial vaccines. 


A Delicate Test for Antipyrin.—One milligramme of anti- 
pyrin may be detected by the precedure described by F. A. Steens- 
ma in the Pharm. Weekbl. No. 36, 1907. The reagent employed 
consists of 1 Cc. of paradimethylamidobenzaldehyde, 5 Cc. of a 
25 percent. solution of hydrochloric acid and absolute alcohol up 
to 100 Ce. If a particle of antipyrin is dissolved in a few Cc. of 
this reagent and the solution is evaporated to dryness in a porce- 
lain dish over a water bath, a bright red area will be seen on the 
bottom of the dish. If the amount of antipyrin is very small this 
appears in the form of a ring. The test is more delicate if the 
reagent is diluted with an equal volume of alcohol. Watery solu- 
tions containing antipyrin should be extracted with chloroform, 
which is then evaporated before the test is applied. This test 
offers a very good method for demonstrating the presence of 
antipyrin in pyramidon. One gramme of the pyramidon is dis- 
solved in a few Cc. of the reagent and the test applied as de 
scribed. 
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A SPURIOUS HENBANE.

Taxicatin, a New Glucoside from the Yew.— Lefevre, 
in the Journal de Pharmacie et de Chimie, No. II, 1907, describes 
a new glucoside which he has extracted from the young twigs 
of the Taxus baccata or yew. This glucoside, which he calls taxi 
catin, crystallizes pure out of absolute alcohol and out of water 
with two molecules of water of crystallization. The pure gluco- 
side fuses at 170 to 171 degrees and with the water of crystalliza 
tion at 164 to 165 degrees. It is soluble in 159 parts of water 
at 20 degrees, is easily soluble in benzin, and acetic ether, but in- 
soluble in chloroform and ethyl ether. Optically it is sinistro 
rotary. On hydrolysis, taxicatin split up into d-glucose and an 
unrecognized body. With nitric acid it gives a deep blue colora- 


tion. Its formula is CisH».O-.

THE FUTURE PHARMACIST.!

What shall become of the pharmacist? This question is bound 
to confront one as he watches daily the progress of scientific 
medicine and the gradual revolution which is taking place in the 
art of healing disease. Blind even as the laity may be in medical 
matters, mysterious as the healing art may appear to the eyes of 
the simple minded, the apothecary of today is not to the public 
that important functionary of not long ago who possessed the 
knowledge of the secret virtues of drugs and who had on his dust 
laden shelves the cure for each and every human ailment and 
who, if he only cared, could outdo the doctor at his own busi- 
ness. Since the ancient pharmacopolists of Rome, it certainly has 
been the happy lot of the pharmacist to serve as a very important 
adjuvant to the practice of medicine. More than that, he was the 
real ally of the doctor, for what was the doctor without the rem-

I need only mention a few of the changes which have oc- 


macist, to convince even the most optimistie that the present con- 
dition of pharmacy is most critical. 
Polypharmacy, 

every one must have noticed, is gradually disappearing. The 
practice of combining a larger number of drugs in one prescrip- 
tion is practically given up. Instead, the very simple recipe is 
the modern tendency. Tr. digitalis, sod. salicyl and aqua, satur. 
KI sol, etc., are most common on the file. Skillful compounding, 
therefore, of questionably compatible prescriptions is getting to 
be. a lost art. A physician does not stop to think out a formula 
at the bedside; nor does he try to remember a certain combina 
tion.. He has an idea that a certain drug is required, he knows 
how much he wants to administer at a time and if he should hap- 
pen to think of it, he would just as well prescribe that drug under 
the name of some product of a reliable manufacturer whose prep- 
aration is as good to the taste as it is to the eye. This makes 
it very easy for the doctor and equally easy for the druggist. It 
really makes no difference. When he wants a very active drug in 
an urgent case he will not complicate matters by mixing. Neither 
can such a procedure leave him any trustworthy data regarding 
the action of that drug in that particular case; or when he pre- 
scribes the drug in its simplest possible form and instructs that it 
be taken in some simple vehicle. Perhaps if a narcotic or an active 
stimulant happens to be imperative in a case, when one dose alone 
would do the work, he will take a tablet from his hypodermic 
case and administer it on the spot, and thus dispense altogether 
with the druggist. This brings us to another phase of the thera- 
peutics which can be considered as detrimental to the druggist— 
namely: hypodermic administration. 

This method is very popular and not unjustly so. It is very 
efficacious, quick in action and certain, because it does not have 
to pass through a chemical factory in the shape of the alimentary 
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tract to be absorbed in the blood. It saves the stomach from irri- 
table substances and the mouth and palate from disagreeable stuff 
It is now so much in vogue that many diseases, notably syphilis, 
are treated exclusively by this method. Needless to say, the 
druggist is the loser. 

Serum-therapy, 

A new and deadly enemy to pharmacy has arisen in the shap« 
of antitoxic serum, with which many bacterial diseases are now 
being treated almost to the exclusion of all drugs, and the most 
brilliantly successful example of which is diphtheria. This is as 
yet a comparatively unexplored field and the chances of its giving 
to pharmacy a knockout blow as regards the treatment of many 
febrile diseases are very promising. Hydrotherapy was once a re 
ligion. Its followers claim for it the cure-all honors. The fallacy 
was soon recognized and it was left alone for a while, only to be 
taken up again with a well defined idea of its limitations but an 
equal recognition of its merits. Surely this must have done not 
a little damage to pharmacy. 

Who can estimate the loss sustained by the druggist from th« 
introduction of electricity as a therapeutic agent? How many 
bottles of compound liniment and how many jars of caustic oint 
ment remain standing on the shelves to watch faradism, the 
x-ray and the high frequency current do their work? 


Organotherapy. 

Animal extracts and substances of animal organs have done 
their part to annoy the pharmacist. This class of remedies, 
though in reality drugs, cannot properly be classed as such, be- 
cause their preparation by the druggist is next to impossible on 
account of difficulty with animals. He is forced, therefore, to buy 
them from packing houses or from large chemical concerns at 
prices which sometimes do not allow the small profit of a patent 
medicine. The druggist would much rather sell his own prepara- 
tions or his ergot for a pulmonary hemorrhage than he would the 
adrenalin chloride. 

What wonder then that the druggist has taken to selling such 
articles as soda, cigars and toilet goods. The receipts from pre- 
scriptions are nothing compared to that of the above, and if we 
should consider that fully one half of the prescriptions written are 
mere placebos only to satisfy the patient or relatives, it would not 
surprise us if old AZsculapius would take to groceries. A good sales- 
man in the drug store already commands a better salary than a 
good prescriptionist, 


The Modern Treatment of Disease. 


If we should review the modern treatment of a few of the 
more common diseases, the wonder would be that pharmacy is 
not more crippled than it really is. It would be too much to 
speak of surgery, which from the beginning of its development 
has so very obviously continued to more and more paralyze the 
drug business. 

Pulmonary Tuberculosis. The drugs that have been employed 
in the treatment of this malady are almost innumerable: creosote 
guaiacol, carbolic acid, benzoic acid, cinnamic acid, sulphuric acid, 
atropine and many narcotics, arsenic, ichthyol internally, and 
what not? Observe the modern treatment! Lots of fresh air, 
plenty of good food, hygienic surroundings, and if digestible, cod 
liver oil and if not, we do without it. Cough mixtures are a 
myth. If cough is very irritating some such, narcotic as heroin 
or codeine is allowed. 

We all remember the large sized bills the druggists used to 
send a few years ago in cases of diphtheria or diphtheritic croup. 
Every visit of the physician used to yield a crop of prescriptions, 
Medicine internally, medicine externally, medicine to vomit, medi 
cine to gargle, medicine to inhale, medicine to spray, medicine to 
steam, medicine to fumigate (calomel). Today mark the differ- 
ence: If a child has diphtheria we send to the drug store, not for 
medicine, but for antitoxine. This injected, the little patient is 
practically left alone; he gets well as a rule. In the event of its 
becoming complicated with croup, we send to the druggist again 
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for antitoxine. We again inject. If successful well and good, 
and if not we intubate if necessary. 

The most prevalent disease is typhoid fever. Its management 
is now pretty well understood and is fairly uniform in every 
country. The treatment though not difficult is a delicate matter, 
for this reason only: Some physicians cannot get over the. habit 
of using drugs, a practice which is most harmful in typhoid. 
Only occasionally does the typhoid patient need a stimulant, for 
which whiskey may be as good as anything else. A purgative is 
always used in the beginning and this winds up the drug treat- 
ment of typhoid. The great class of antipyretics and intestinal 
antiseptics originally created for typhoid have already made their 
exit from the typhoid arena. 


** Diseases Over Which the Pharmacopoeia Has Lost Its Sway.” 


I could go on in this manner forever, mentioning names of 
diseases over which the pharmacopceia has lost its sway. Does 
not every druggist as he overhauls his stock stand in amazement 
at his well stocked shelves of untouched preparations and won- 
der why they do not go?

Then what will become of the ‘phar- 
macist? His vocation must cease to belong to the category. of 
liberal professions. The trade may go on.

The 
few specifics, mercury, quinine, arsenic, salicylic acid, may remain 
with us. Such active drugs as opium, nux vomica and belladonna 
may yet have a long time to stay. The soda and stationery busi- 
ness may flourish; certainly the trade is not objectionable. But 
where does pharmacy come in? Department stores handle al- 
most all these goods at a better profit. Grocers sell some drugs 
without the druggist’s disadvantages. Is pharmacy degenerating, 
then, to the condition which existed in England until the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century, when apothecary and grocer 
were synonymous? Then why a college education? Why a cap 
and gown? Why a degree? 


Radical Changes Necessary. 

If pharmacy contents itself with the rut of its present work 
and with the commercial side of the drug store there can be no 
But if it is to maintain its dignity as a profession and 
assure its future existence as such, a radical change will have 
to be wrought in its foundation and its scope very much enlarged. 
I propose that the druggist continue in his relations to the physi- 
cian as he has done, or as he was expected to do hitherto. I 
propose that the druggist again make himself as indispensable 
to the physician as the physician is to him in what seems to me 
a very logical way. 

The colleges of pharmacy have in their curricula a very 
lent course in uranalysis. How many pharmacists avail them- 
selves of this important knowledge in order to be for once a true 
aid to the physician in the diagnosis and consequently in the treat- 
ment of disease? The physician, be he ever so conscientious and 
ever so accurate in his methods, is as a rule too busy to daily, 
as is often required, examine urine. He is either forced to send 
it to a laboratory or to neglect it. The laboratory is often a very 
inconvenient proposition to the patient; first because it is not 
within easy proximity and secondly the prices are often exorbi- 
tant. Would it not be more natural for the physician to say to 
his patient, “Send your urine every day to your own druggist and 
let him send me a report of it”?

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Improved Formulas for Pharmacopoeial and National 
Formulary Preparations, 


The November meeting of the Chicago Board of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association was devoted to criticism of the 
natural formulary preparations. W. T. Klenze said in speaking 
of Liquor Cresolis Compositus, U. S. P. The faults most gen- 
erally found with the U. S. P. preparation are, that it does not 
produce a clear mixture with water, that it varies too much in 
color, and that it may be too alkaline. 

It is found that the U. S. P. preparation, as ordinarily made. 
contains unsaponified linseed oil, which of course would cause 
a turbid mixture with water. The reason that all of the oil is 
not usually saponified is due possibly to the use of raw oil con- 
taining some “boiled” oil, i. e., a portion of the raw oil is changed 
by heat used in the process of extraction or by exposure to air. 
Therefore a pure fresh raw oil should be used. Saponification 
may be completed by heating the oil and potash solution instead 
of allowing them to remain cold. 

The principal difficulty with saponification is, however, due 
to a lack of water, and if more water be added the desired result 
is quickly attained. In fact the U. S. P. formula provides for 
too much soap. If the quantity of alkali and oil provided for 
1000 C.c. of finished product be used for making three pints of 
the preparation, the difference being made up of equal parts of 
water and cresol so as to maintain 50 percent. cresol, a very 
bright, handsome product results which is freely miscible with 
water. 

It was found by experiment that cottonseed oil substituted 
for linseed oil in the U. S. P. formula saponified perfectly. 
Castor oil completely saponified almost immediately, and the 
finished preparation could be made in five minutes. 

In the discussion which followed the committee’s report on 
this preparation, Mr. F. W. Nitardy offered an improved formula 
in which saponification is completed by heat and the addition of 
a little alcohol. Mr. Nitardy showed samples of the U. S. P. 
preparation and the turbid appearance when mixed with water 
and of his improved preparation which caused no turbidity in 


water. The proposed formula is:

Dissolve the potassium hydroxide in fifty Gm. of water in a tared dish, 
add the linseed oil, and mix thoroughly. Heat on a water bath or on a 
steam bath to about 70° C., incorporate the alcohol, and continue heating 
until saponification is complete. Then add the cresol, stir well, cover the 
vessel and allow to stand, stirring occasionally until a clear solution is 
produced; finally add sufficient water to make the finished product weigh 
1,000 Gm. 


Mr. Becker stated that he made large quantities of a prepara- 
tion closely resembling the proprietary preparation’ by mixing 
cresol in commercial soft soap of good quality. As the soap con- 
tained much water it was not possible to dissolve more than 
47% percent. of cresol in it. 

S. K. Sass added 30 per cent. of water to the soap of the 
official formula and then 30 per cent. additional of cresol. This 
gave a clear preparation perfectly miscible with water. 


Elixir Ferri, Quininae-et Strychninae Phosphatum, U. S. P. 

The principal fault with the U. S. P. preparation is its change 
of color on keeping, and the difficulty of its preparation without 
the formation of a precipitate. 

The change in color appears to be due to impurities in the 
iron salt. It is recommended that the iron phosphate be freshly 
made from solutions of iron citrate and sodium phosphate. Then 

, Precipitate the quinine from quinine sulphate by ammonia water 
and dissolve it in the iron solution. By these methods a clear 
green elixir may be made and the color will remain indefinitely. 

Professor Miner stated that in order to prevent the forma- 
tion of a precipitate he dilutes the phosphoric acid with some 

aromatic elixir before adding it to the alcoholic solution of the 
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alkaloids.

Elixir Gentianae Glycerinatia, N. F. 

The faults of the N. F. preparation appear to be the use of 
too much saccharin and too little acetic ether. The committee 
suggested the use of less saccharin and the substitution of 
Jamaica rum for the acetic ether. 


Liquor Sodii Phosphatis Compositus, U. S. P. 

The principal trouble had with this preparation is the in 
ability to get the ingredients all into solution and to prevent a 
subsequent precipitation. The committee suggested that if all the 
ingredients be put into a bottle in a fairly warm place over night, 
a perfect solution would result with no subsequent precipitation

Dissolve the citric acid in 100 Cc. of water in a capacious vessel, add 
the phosphoric acid, then gradually the magnesium and calcium carbonate 
and potassium bicarbonate; when effervescence has nearly ceased warm the 
solution gently until all is dissolved and the carbon dioxide expelled. 
Make a solution of ‘the quinine hydrochloride and the strychnine sulphate 
in the orange flower water, dissolve the soluble ferric phosphate in 100 
Cc. of hot water and add the solution to the first, mix well, filter and 
add enough water through the filter to make the filtrate measure 470 Cc. 
Then add the sugar. Shake the mixture until the sugar is dissolved, 
add the glycerin and enough distilled water to make tooo Cc.; strain if 
necessary. 

It will be noticed that no change is made in the ingredients 
except the amount of sugar is reduced, but that the working 
directions are materially changed. 

Mr. Nitardy stated that he found it impossible to prepare this 
syrup according to the N. F. directions. In the mixture of phos- 
phoric acid and water the citric acid would not dissolve, at least 
not without heat. By dissolving the citric acid in the water 
alone, solution is easily accomplished, and the phosphoric acid 
may then be added. The carbon dioxide formed by the reaction 
between the acids and carbonates saturates the liquid and causes 
trouble by slight effervescence during the remainder of the pro- 
cess. This gas can be driven off by gently heating the prepara- 
tion at this point. If the alkaloidal salts and the soluble ferric 
phosphate are placed for solution in the orange flower water, a 
precipitaté forms which requires so much heat to dissolve it that 
the flavor of the orange flower water is mostly lost. This pre- 
cipitation can be prevented by dissolving the alkaloidal salts 
only in the orange flower water and the soluble ferric phosphate 
in a small quantity of hot water and adding these solutions to 
the first one. Filtration should not be left until after the 
glycerin and sugar are added, because then it is almost impos- 
sible to filter the syrup except by the aid of heat, which ma- 
terially changes the preparation. Therefore the mixed solution 
should be filtered at this point and as much water should be 
added as possible, so that the addition of the glycerin and sugar 
will make nearly the 1000 Cc. It is found that enough water 
to make the filtrate measure 470 Cc. can be added. The N. F. 
formula provides for at least 100 grammes more sugar than can 
be dissolved cold. Also the sugar should be dissolved before 
the glycerin is added. The syrup under the improved formula 
is easily and quickly made and presents an elegant appearance.

SUNDAY CLOSING OF PHARMACIES IN FRANCE. 





The Small Dealer at a Disadvantage—Alternative Closing in the 
Provinces—The Dispensary System Best of All. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Paris, December 7.—The recent French Weekly Rest Act lays 
down, as a general principle, that no employee shall be kept at 
work more than six days a week. Except in special cases, Sun- 
day is indicated as the rest day, but to this rule there are numer- 
ous exceptions. Pharmacy is one of the many callings in which 
the weekly rest may be given “by rotation to the whole or a por- 
tion of the staff.” Somewhat stringently framed, the law has 
been severely criticised and in some cases temporarily defied. A 
laudable anxiety to assure a real and not a fictitious weekly repose 
to shop assistants led the authorities to strictly minimize the 
“exceptional” trades in which repose “by rotation,’ or on a day 
other than Sunday, was allowed. Large categories of shopkeep- 
ers protested, and some concessions had to be granted, which, 
while diminishing the general effect of the law, have at last ren- 
dered it acceptable to the commercial classes in general. 


A Pledge of Better Times. 


The pharmacists, on the contrary, have consistently hailed the 
act as a pledge of better times. Long hours are the bane of the 
profession in France as elsewhere. The man who is “on duty” 
for twelve hours or fourteen hours seven days a week looks with 
envy across the channel, where the English chemist can practi- 
cally call his Sunday his own. The new act assures the freedom 
of the assistant only. He has a right to twenty-four consecutive 
hours per week. The “rest” may be given as best suits the phar- 
macist—Sunday noon to Monday noon, or otherwise—or (excep- 
tionally) the half day every Sunday and one other whole day 
(twenty-four hours) per fortnight is admitted. Should there be 
two assistants or more, the Sunday must be given to each in ro- 
tation, the other taking a week day. Where there are more than 
four clerks, the system of a Sunday half holiday plus two weekly 
half holidays per fortnight is admitted. 


The Effect as to Sunday Closing. 

The proprietor is thus left entirely free to open or close as 
he pleases—at least in theory. In practice, of course, the large 
establishments with many assistants can work seven full days 
per week, satisfying the law by giving alternative holidays to other 
employees, while the smaller man is tied to his post. It is this 
fact that has given rise to such general expressions of regret that 
the act did not apply the “all round Sunday closing system” to 
the pharmaceutical profession. 

The reason is sufficiently obvious. In France medicines can 
only be obtained at drug stores. It is even the practice to convey 
the victims of street accidents to pharmacists. The open “officine” 
is, to some extent, a necessity of existence in a French town. 

To obviate this difficulty several systems are proposed and 
some have been put into practice. The new act has brought the 
question of the possibility of general Sunday rest before the 
French public as it had never been brought before since the Rev- 
olution; and it may still be expected to bear good fruit in due 
time. 

In large cities, of course, the obstacles have hitherto been 
almost insuperable. The big modern stores (“commercial phar- 
macies,” as they are here termed) do not readily join in any 
scheme of which the principal object would be to assure the 
repose and recreation of their smaller rivals, their own staff be- 
ing already organized on the “rotation” system, as above ex- 
plained. 
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Sunday Closing by Agreement in Paris. 


In the wealthier quarter of Paris, however, a certain number 
of pharmacies agreed to close on Sunday afternoons from July 1 
to September 30, i. e., at the epoch when most of their clients are 
out of town. The notice card placed inside runs as follows: 


According to an Agreement Between the Pharmacists of 
This Quarter, This Pharmacy Is Closed on Sundays at 
Midday From Juy 1 to September 30. 


while the outside notice read: 


Please Leave Orders With the Pharmacist. Three Phar- 
macies Are Open for Urgent Cases. 


The addresses of these three pharmacists which, of course, vary 
weekly, each drug store taking its turn of duty) follow. 


The Alternating System in the Provinces. 

This alternating system—one or more pharmacists opening 
each Sunday in turn, according to the size of the town—is largely 
practised in the provinces. The pharmacists of Nice have just 
come to an agreement to close Sunday afternoon during their 
slack season (the summer months), five or six officines remaining 
open; and all have signed an agreement to pay $100 to the mu- 
nicipal poor fund if they open out of their turn. At Cannes, the 
most English town of the Riviera, all day closing on Sunday is 
secured on a similar plan. It has long existed at Dinard (Brit- 
tany), another Anglo-American resort. At Dijon the town is di- 
vided into four “quarters’—one pharmacy only is open in each 
“quarter” by rotation; those opening out of town agree to pay a 
fine. A fixed tariff has been adopted for Sunday trade; all “pat- 
ents” to be sold at marked prices, all mineral waters as per spe- 
cial price list; cash to be paid (unless purchaser has an account 
open at that particular pharmacy, of course). All prescriptions 
to be stamped “P. H.” (“pharmacie hebdomadaire” ; weekly phar- 
macy) and returned to bearer with prices thereon marked. All 
invoices to be marked “P. H.” No circulars or canvassing per- 
mitted when dealing on Sunday. Showcards advise the public of 
the system and request them to purchase Saturday whenever pos- 
sible. 

In some small southern towns, Sunday closing (partial or all 
day) has long been an accomplished fact. At Mintelingar, the 
home town of President Loubet, it has existed for the last ten 
years. At Aux-en-Provence the half day was the rule, but sirtce 
the act has been passed the full day is given, that employers and 
assistants may all alike profit. * 


Sunday Closing Agreement in Court. 

A curious case in connection with Sunday closing was recently 
tried in the little town of Auch. The pharmacists all signed an 
agreement to close on Sunday afternoon, oné only to remain open 
by rotation as usual. The very first Sunday, however, a pharma- 
cist ignored the agreement and informed his colleagues that he 
intended to resume his liberty of action. The local Association 
sued the delinquent, who pleaded (1) that “agreements” “in re- 
straint of trade” are illegal in France, and (2) that the verbal 
agreement was not definitive, and could be terminated at the will 
of either party. While admitting the latter fact, the court held 
that the pharmacist had inflicted loss on his colleagues by his 
somewhat precipitate denunciation and violation of the agree- 
ment, and sentenced him to pay $30 damages as well as all costs, 


The Sunday Dispensary System.

The weak point of the “rotation” or “alternative” system will 
at once be apparent. It is sufficiently indicated by the “no circu- 
lars or canvassing” paragraph in the Dijon agreement. In many 
provincial towns the pharmacist knows that a client obliged to 
address himself to a rival is a customer lost. This difficulty is 
met by the “dispensary” system, which exists at Bayonne, Be- 
sancon, Chalons, and even in the bustling manufacturing city of 
St. Etienne (150,000 inhabitants and forty-eight pharmacists). 
We may, however, take a smaller town as an illustration. Aux- 
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erre has ten pharmacies and 20,000 inhabitants. On Sunday, a 


card is hung outside of every drug store: 


On Sundays and Fete Days All the Pharmacies Are Shut 
All Day. In Urgent Cases, Apply at the Pharmaceutical 
Dispensary, in the Police Office Yard. 


Che “urgent” client who presents himself at the address indi- 
cated finds a little room neatly fitted up as a pharmacy, with 
chairs, etc., and provided with a stock of medicaments, 
A qualified pharmacist (the ten take it in turns) 
is there, with an assistant, from 7 a. m. to 9 p. m. (Here, as at 
\ix, the rule, before the Weekly Rest Act was passed, 
Sunday half holiday, but the act has secured a whole day to the 
pharmacist.) Only “urgent” cases are dealt with; no patent med- 
icines or mineral waters are kept in stock. 

Here we have the ideal system—the impossibility of competi- 
tion, the total abolition of Sunday trading in the strict sense of 
the word, the complete liberty of nine-tenths of the pharmaccuti- 
cal population, and the assurance to the public that no urgent case

More Newspaper Medicine. 

The newspapers of New York devoted considerable space in 
the early issues‘of the week—we believe that news is generally 
scarce on Mondays—to somewhat hysterical accounts of the 
wonderful results achieved in the production of anesthesia by the 
subcutaneous and intradural injection of solutions of magnesium 
sulphate. The discovery of the fact that anzsthesia could be 
produced by magnesium sulphate solution was spoken of as 
though it had been only recently made, and, in fact, the news- 
paper reporters said that Dr. Samuel J. Meltzer, who had carried 
on the experiments in the Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research declined to give any information to the lay press in 
advance of the publication of the official reports of the Institute 
As a matter of fact, Dr. Meltzer made public his experiments 
and their results at a meeting in the New York Academy of 
Medicine held two years ago—Thursday, December 7, 1905- 
and his paper was commented on at some length in the New York 
Medical Journal for the following week, while numerous refer 
ences to it have appeared in domestic and foreign medical journals 
since that time. One of the evening papers seems to have found 
that the matter was not an entire novelty, but apparently fearing 
that its contemporaries might be looked upon as having scored 
a “beat,” devoted nearly a column to a rehash of what had 
appeared in the morning papers, but said that the suggestion was 
not looked upon as entirely novel by medical men, but was still 
generally unknown to the public. The essays in medicine of the 
daily press are generally laughable if not culpable, for their errors 
are sometimes of a character which might prove dangerous. In 
this case the reporters seem to have kept well within the bounds 
of fact, for the possibilities of this method of anesthesia are 
most alluring, though the method must be worked out with great 
caution before it can be generally adopted. It would seem that, 
as a rule, newspaper medicine when new is not true, when true 
is not new—-New York Medicgl Journal. 


Chemistry Bureau Says Sulphur in Foods Is 
Injurious to Health. 


In a pamphlet setting forth the results ‘of its experiments on 
the physiological effects of the use of sulphur as a preservative 
in foods, the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agri 
culture states that, from its consideration of the subject, the 
wdministration of sulphurous acid in food, either in solution or 
in the form of sulphites, is objectionable and produces serious 
disturbances of the metabolic functions and injury to digestion 
and health. Continuing, the report says: 

“It is not possible that placing upon the kidneys this increased 
work of excreting sulphur can result in anything but injury. It 
is reasonable to suppose that the continued use of a body which 
produces such results would cause lesions of a histological char 
acter that eventually would develop conditions which would giv« 
serious apprehension. While there might be no distinguishable 
lesion of the kidneys produced during a period of twenty ot 
thirty days, or even longer, it is plain that sooner or later lesion 
of a very serious character, producing organic diseases, possibly 
of an incurable type, would be induced. It is, therefore, evident 
that by increasing the burden upon the excretory organs the 
administration of sulphur in the form mentioned is highly detri- 
mental to health. 
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Coloring for Pills and Tablets.—J. H. W.—It is generally 
understood that the Department of Agriculture will raise no ob- 
jection under the food and drugs act to the artificial coloring of 
coatings for pills and tablets, provided that the coloring is harm 
As regards decep 


less and that its use does not tend to deceive. 


tion, for instance, many manufacturers have been in the habit ot 
giving the name chocolate coated pills to pills the coloring of which 
was due not to chocolate, but to oxide of iron. ,Such practices 
are forbidden under the act. In the same way it would not be 
permissible to add caramel, in itself a harmless coloring agent, 
to a tincture to deepen the color, as that would convey the im- 
pression that it was stronger than it really was. In an elixir, 
however, where color is no criterion of strength and is merely 
used for the creation of a distinctive or characteristic appear 
ance the use of such agents is permissible. 

The question of what colors are and what are not harmless 
is dealt with fully in Food Inspection Decisions, Nos. 76 and 
77, copies of which may be obtained by addressing the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection, Agricultural Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

Isotonic Solutions.—T. M. asks for an explanation of what 
is meant by the term “isotonic solution.” Two liquids are said 
to be isotonic or, as it is sometimes termed, “isosmotic” when 
they possess the same osmotic pressure or tension, that is, will 
not tend to pas either in one direction or the other through a 
septum of organic tissue separating the two liquids. A solution 
of sodium chloride containing 0.6 grammes of the salt in each 
100 Cc. of water possesses the same osmotic pressure as the 
liquid contained in the living tissues of mammals, therefore 
when a living cell from a mammal is placed in a salt solution of 


this strength, which is also termed “normal salt solution” o1 
“physiological salt solution,’ there is no tendency either to 
osmosis or to endosmosis on the part of the cell content and th: 
cell remains unchanged in size. If, however, less than this pro 
portion of salt is present the solution becomes hypoisotonic to th 
cell content, and water passes into the cell, which therefore swells 
If on the other hand the saline solution is more concentrated it 
is termed hyperisotonic and the cell shrinks, its liquid contents 
passing outward. The osmotic pressure or tension of a solution 
of inorganic salts is in direct proportion to the number of mole- 
cules present, whereas in solutions of organic compounds the 
pressure is only one-half that which it should be when calculated 
on a basis of molecular weight, from which it is inferred that it 
is the number of ions present and not the number of molecules 
which determines the osmotic pressure. It is the tendency on 
the part of a hypoisotonic solution to penetrate into a cell which 
causes the discomfort experienced when pure water is used as a 
nasal douche. The action in the reverse direction is partly ac- 
countable for the discomfort when a strong saline solution (hy 
perisotonic) is used as a douche. The term “normal” is used by 
physiologists to mean isotonic with the constituent fluids of 
the human body. ‘The blood and lymph of bactracians, frogs 
for instance, is not isotonic with that of man, and a salt solu- 
tion of different strength must be used in physiological experi 
ments with frogs. 
How Tintypes Are Made.—W. B. J.—-The plate is first 
coated with iodized collodion made as follows:

The plate is finally washed and dried. 


The Melting Point of Cantharidin is usually given as be- 
tween 205 and 210 degrees. This difference is explained, accord- 
ing to the Chemiker Zeitung, No. 79, 1907, by the difference in 
the methods of obtaining this substance. If the cantharidin is 
obtained by ‘sublimation the fusing point is 110 degrees, but if 
on the other hand it is extracted by means of solvents the fusing 
point is 105. This fact is of interest when one remembers that 
there are two well known crystalline forms of cantharidin, one 
occurring in oblique prisms and the other in rectangular needles 
A mixture of the two varieties fuses at some point between 110 
and 105 degrees.

Manhattan Association Takes Action on Liquor in the 
Store—Planning for State Pure Drug Law—Retailers 
Wholesalers Disagree—Propaganda Committee Appointed. 





At the regular meeting of the Manhattan Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, held at the New York College of Pharmacy, on the 
evening of Monday, December 16, the members placed themselves 
on record as being distinctly opposed to the sale of liquor in the 
drug store, their views being crystallized in the following resolu- 
tions by George H. Hitchcock, their adoption being unanimous: 

Whereas, It is the sense of the members of the Man- 
hattan Pharmaceutical Association that the sale of liquors 
in drug stores does not tend to raise the standing of the 
professional pharmacist; and, 

Whereas, The quantity of liquor legitimately needed 
in pharmacy is a neglible quantity; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we request the New York State Phar- 
maceutical Association to frame a law which shall forbid 
the sale of liquor, except on a physician’s prescription, in 
any place where drugs and medicines are sold. 

The meeting was opened with a report from Jacob Diner, 
chairman of the Committee on Legislation, in which he reviewed 
pharmaceutical legislation for the past year and read the opinion 
of the Attorney-General of the State on the construction which 
the State authorities placed on the cocaine law. Under this law 
pharmacists are not permitted to dispense liquors save on the 
prescription of a physician. ‘The Attorney-General was asked 
whether the pharmacist would be within the law in dispensing 
cocaine on the prescription of a veterinarian or a dentist. The 
Attorney-General gave it as his opinion that the term “physician” 
did not include veterinarians and dentists. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Diner paid high tribute to the unselfish and intelli- 
gent work which has been done in behalf of pharmacy. by the 
Committee on Legislation of the State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. He spoke with pride of the general attitude of pharmacists 
in matters of legislation, pointing out that they had always been 
unselfish, seeking to benefit the public primarily and not the phar- 
macist. 

Dr, William Muir reviewed the history of the Whitney meas- 

ure and took occasion to urge upon the members the necessity 
of enlarging the membership of the various local organizations. 
He said that it would not do for the members to sit down and 
expect the president or the secretary to do all the work. They 
must themselves get out and secure new members. Every man 
added to the membership increased the power and efficiency of the 
organization and insured greater strength in its efforts to prevent 
unfair or unjust legislation. He cited the unfortunate condition 
of pharmacists in England, where the physician was permitted to 
keep a little “surgery,” where prescriptions were dispensed by 
an illiterate youth, devoid of any knowledge of pharmacy what- 
ver, and where the large department stores and cutters such as 
3oot’s Limited only needed to have a pharmacist to dispense 
poisons, the remainder of their salesmen and employees being 
wholly ignorant of pharmacy. Dr. Muir said that fifteen or 
twenty years ago, when the pharmacist appeared before the State 
Legislature saying that he represented the New York State 
Pharmaceutical Association, he was generally asked to explain 
what that was. Now the lawmakers at Albany know and respect 
the State organization. Numbers count with politicians, and it 
is therefore highly important for the number of members to be 
kept up to the full quota. 


No Need for Liquors in the Drug Store. 


G. H. Hitchcock, treasurer of the association, suggested that 
there was no need for liquors in the drug store, and he thought 
it would be a good thing for pharmacy if the sale of liquors was 
forbidden in any store in which drugs and medicines are carried. 
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Dr. Muir said that the druggists of the State of New York 
had not acted well in the matter of excise license. A great excep 
tion had been made in their favor by the State in providing fo: 
payment of excise tax by means of stamps. In advocating this 
measure, he and the other members of the committee had in good 
faith believed that they could count upon the honesty of th 
drug trade of the State, and had assured the Commissioner that 
if this privilege were extended to the drug trade it would not be 
abused. After the law had been in operation for some time th: 
Excise Commissioner, through his detectives, secured absolute 
and indisputable proof that not one, but many retail druggists 
had shamefully abused the privileges extended them under this 
law. In one case the Commissioner had evidence that the drug 
gist had sold three barrels of whiskey at retail and used only 
$5 in stamps. In a case mentioned by President Searles the 
druggist had sold seven barrels of whiskey and used up only $5 
worth of stamps. He said that one difficulty about the suggestion 
made by Mr. Hitchcock was that many of the druggists in the 
upper portions of the State did a considerable business in the 
sale of liquor, and that any effort to restrict their sales, or to 
prevent their selling these goods, would cause a serious break 
in the ranks of pharmacy. Furthermore, such a law would 
prevent the department stores from selling liquor; and he was 
confident, that their opposition would bé quite sufficient to defeat 
the passage of any such measure. He also directed attention to 
the fact that there was a general understanding that no pharma- 
ceutical organization would introduce into the Legislature any 
bills bearing on pharmacy without first securing the endorsement 
of the State Pharmaceutical Association. He said that the neces 
sity for concerted action in all legislative matters has been very 
strongly impressed on him at legislative hearings. If the pharma 
cists came as a body asking for legislation, and were sufficiently 
persistent in their efforts, they might secure it, but that if one 
set of pharmacists asks for one thing and another for a different 
thing, the two laws being incompatible, the legislators would 
throw up their hands and do nothing whatever. Dr. Muir said 
that the real damage done to pharmacy in the sale of liquors 
was dore by men who had no license whatever, who were outside 
the pale of law, and whom no law could affect. 


The State Pure Drug Law. 


In relation to the State pure drug law, which had _ been 
touched upon by Mr. Diner in his remarks, Dr, Muir said that 
the State Committee on Legislation had had a conference at 
Albany on this subject and were now engaged in drafting a State 
pure drug law, leaving to the Department of Agriculture the care 
of foods, ‘and placing the enforcement of the pure drug law in 
the hands of the board of pharmacy. He said that it was hoped 
to have a conference of all the drug interests on this law, so 
that complete accord might be reached before it was presented 
in the Legislature. 

President Searles called upon Caswell A. Mayo to say some 
thing on the liquor problem, and Mr. Mayo narrated his experi 
ence in connection with the work of the Legislative Committe: 
at the time when the Raines law went into force as showing the 
difficulties which confronted pharmacists in undertaking to secur: 
legislation affecting excise matters. 

After further discussion, the resolutions given above, which 
advocate the elimination of liquors from the drug store, wer 
adopted. 

A communication from the German. Apothecaries 
inviting the Manhattan Association to appoint a committee on 
propaganda work, to co-operate with similar committees from 
other local organizations, was presented, the suggestion adopted, 
and President Searles announced that the trade interests com 
mittee would represent the Manhattan Association in the matter. 
The members of this committee are W. C. Alpers, F. I. Congleton 
and W. H. Porr. The meeting then adjourned to partake of a 
substantial collation furnished by the entertainment committee.

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A FRENCH PHARMACIST POISONED. 
An Act of Revenge—Drug Clerk Condemned to Death. 


(From our Paris Correspondent.) 


Paris, November 29.—The trial of Fernand Leborre, on whom 
sentence of death was passed yesterday at the Blois Palace of 
Justice for the murder of his employer, has created a good deal 
of a sensation here. The prisoner is the son of a village school- 
master, who (after making considerable sacrifices to secure his 
son a good education and social position) placed him as appren- 
tice with M. Blanc, a pharmacist carrying on business in the Rue 
Denis-Papin, one of the leading thoroughfares of the picturesque 
and historical town of Blois. 

M. Blanc is described as a good hearted man, but of hasty dis- 
position. The country lad appears to have been a little slow and 
awkward—doubts were also thrown on his strict honesty—and 
the reproaches of his employer only raised in him feelings of 
bitter but suppressed hatred. It is even hinted that he made a 
previous attempt to poison M. Blanc by means of arsenic. This 
supposition is founded on the fact that Leborre’s chemistry exer- 
cise book contained four pages of notes on arsenic poisoning, 
and that M. Ogier (of the Paris. Toxicological Laboratory) found 
traces of this poison in the body of the deceased. 

The fatal dose, however, consisted of strychnine. Knowing 
that M. Blane regularly took Vichy water with his meals, Leborre 
one morning secured the bottle already commenced and emptied 
therein a vial of strychnine. At midday the pharmacist sat down 
to luncheon as usual, poured out a glassful and drank. He re- 
marked, “Oh, how bitter! It has the taste of strychnine,” and 
passed the glass to his wife, who sipped it and said, “Yes, it’s bit- 
ter.’ “T feel ill, very ill, I am poisoned, I feel the contractions,” 
the. pharmacist continued, and Leborre was sent to fetch a doctor. 
Other persons were likewise dispatched, but all the medical men 
could do nothing. Doctor Ferrand deposed that the dose admin- 
istered was enough to kill twenty men.” 

The counsel for the defense pleaded attenuated responsibility, 
based on the fact that Leborre had barely escaped death by men- 
ingitis at the age of three (“His life was saved, but his brain 
was affected”), and that M. Blanc’s language amounted to a 
provocation. The jury brought in a verdict of guilty, without ex- 
tenuating circumstances, and sentence was passed. 

“You are condemned to death,” said the counsel for the de 
fense to his client, “but the President of the Republic will cer- 
tainly remit the penalty, and in the end you will have about ten 
years’ penal servitude.” 

[As a matter of fact, M. Falliéres’ recent decision to spare the 
life of a notorious murderer is equivalent to practical abolition of 
the death penalty while he remains President, though capital pun- 
ishment still figures on the French statute book.] 

“Ten years’ penal servitude; ten years’ relegation—twenty 
years’ exile,” replied Leborre; “it is a long, long time.” 

He had heard himself sentenced to be guillotined with the 
same stolid, half dazed demeanor as he showed throughout the 
trial—not a word or movement indicated that he realized his past 
crime or his present position—and stepped briskly from the dock 
between the gendarmes. He is twenty years of age.

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PHARMACY EVENTS IN GERMANY. 





Dearth of Apprentices Now Experienced—Attributed to the In 
creased Educational Requirements and Long Hours of 
Work—How the Law Safeguards the 
Interests of Pharmacists. 


(By our Regular Correspondent.) 


Darmstadt, November 15.—It is a peculiar coincidence that 
the pharmaceutical profession in Germany is at present suffering 
from the same disease as afflicts it in America—it has become 
unpopular. And strangely enough the reasons advanced for this 
condition in America also apply to the causes in Germany. The 
increased educational demands, the long, strenuous hours of work 
as compared with the leisure enjoyed in other professions, and, 
of course, the almost entire absence of future prospects. The 
outlook for an independence to those not endowed with the 
world’s riches, or who do not happen to marry a rich wife, are 
most remote. No wonder pharmacy does not offer many attrac 
tions to the youths about to choose a profession! 

The want of assistants in Germany has long been a recog- 
nized fact, but now the dearth of apprentices is a far more seri- 
ous matter. Therefore, the steps taken to induce young men to 
enter apothekerei now depart very much from the conventions 
of the profession. Apprentices are constantly being advertised 
for in the daily press, and the Apotheker Verein is about to 
have pamphlets distributed in the schools pointing out the advan 
tages of the profession. The Verein has even opened a kind 
of registry office both for registering the few names of those 
willing to enter and the far greater number of those looking for 
apprentices. Great are the alluring inducements offered—suffi- 
cient free time for study and recreation and increasing pocket 
money, yet it does not draw. 

German pharmacy is passing through a crucial experience, 
and it may be said to be in- convulsions. In spite of the momen 
tous issue at stake, one concerning its whole future aspect, the 
general feeling is one of apathy and resignation to the decree 
of the Government. 

As readers of the AMERICAN DRUGGIST are aware, a new Im- 
perial bill intended to regulate uniformly pharmaceutical condi- 
tions throughout the whole of Germany was elaborated and laid 
before the profession for discussion. The main provisions were 
that in future all new pharmacies were to be purely personal 
concessions, that is, granted. bye the Government to the holder 
during lifetime only, and that by levying a contribution from all 
owners the businesses that at present are salable should be 
purchased by the State and also made into personal concessions 
As is well known this bill met with practically universal opposi 
tion on the grounds that when a man devotes his whole energy 
to working up a business it ought to become his own property 
as an asset for the benefit of his family. 

And now an incredible thing occurred. At the annual meet 
ing of the Apotheker Verein, held in Eisenach, the delegates 
arrived with a mandate to disapprove of the bill and utterly 
condemn it; but to the surprise of everybody the committee pro- 
posed a resolution accepting the bill, with the slight clause that 
the present salable pharmacies should not be interfered with. 
And to the general consternation this resolution was accepted 
practically unanimously. It can be easily imagined what a stupor 
this caused. Not only did the society abandon its principles 
upheld for years, but it succeeded in inducing its members to 
acquiesce without a murmur. Many were the reasons advanced 
for this phenomenon; the. true reason, however, is that the 
Government implies that either this bill is accepted or you won't 
have any reform, and as the profession was yearning for a set- 
tlement of the vexed question it thought it best to put for once 
an end to the matter, however unpopular it might be. So in 
spite of all condemnation of the bill, the Government in the end 
won and is now making an immediate use of its victory by 
hastening the introduction of the long promised reforms. On 
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the whole it does not matter much, the pro-¢ession will muddle 
along’in the same style as before. 

The German pharmacjst cannot complain that his interests 
are not well safeguarded, as is shown by two recent lawsuits 
which have caused rather a sensation and gave rise to much 
outcry against the apotheker as a denouncer. 

In the one case a doctor called to visit a sick child, gave i 
from his pocket medicine case the half of a calomel powder 
and left the other half in the hands of the child’s relatives, with 
instructions to give it later on. For doing this, leaving the half 
of the powder for later administration, he was condemned by 
the court at Drausfeld to a fine of three marks (75 cents) for 
illegal dispensing of medicine, and this verdict was upheld upon 
his appeal to the court at G6ttingen. 

In the other case the doctor had given 
charge a corrosive sublimate pastil. He was condemned to pay a 
marks ($3.75), and the pastil was ordered to be 
impounded. Upon his appeal the fine was reduced to one mark, 
and the poor pastil was not to be molested. The highest court 
3avaria, where this took place, upheld the last

Somewhat of a parallel is to be found in the verdict of the 
medical court of Hanover, which pronounced a doctor guilty of 
breach of professional etiquette because he had on his name plate 
the additional information “English spoken”; this was considered 
unfair competition. 


STANDARDS AND TESTS DISCUSSED AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Gurjun Balsam Approved—Examination o 
Black Pepper. 


Turner’s Test for 


Philadelphia, December 20.—William L. Cliffe presided at the 
regular pharmaceutical meeting of the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy, which was held on Tuesday afternoon, December 17. 
lhe meeting was devoted to the consideration of analytical tests 
and methods. 

Dr. Adolph W. Miller presented a communication on The 
Distillation of Oil of Coriander, in which he stated that he had 
obtained a yield of 0.18 percent. of oil from Mogador fruit, which 
corresponded closely to the U. S. P. requirements for this oil in 
solubility and specific gravity. 

Charles E. Vanderkleed read a paper entitled Some Tests for 
Gurjum Balsam in Copaiba, and demonstrated four series of tests, 
Of these tests, the author found the

\ conjoint paper on The Microscopical and Chemical Exam 
ination of Black Pepper was presented by Henry Kraemer and 
Harry E. Sindall. Professor Kraemer stated that this was the 
first of a series of papers which he and Mr. Sindall intended to 
present. Then, taking up the subject of the paper, he said that, 
while pepper is official in several of the pharmacopeeias, little of 
it is used in medicine, its chief use being as a condiment, and it 
is being dropped from the pharmacopeeias. He pointed out that 
there are a number of products official in the U. S. Pharmaco- 
poeia which are used as spices or as flavoring materials, for which 
no fixed standards are given, while the United States government 
has adopted exact standards relating to the quality of these prod- 
ucts. This, the speaker said, emphasized the desirability of the 
revisers of the Pharmacopceia taking advantage of scientific in- 
vestigations pertaining to every official product, and of fixing 
high standards for them. He demonstrated the histological struc- 
ture of the pepper fruit by means of blackboard drawings, at the 
same time calling attention to the microscopical characters dis- 
tinguishing the chief adulterants of pepper now employed, of 
which the following were mentioned: Pepper hulls, olive endo- 
carp or stone, cocoanut shell, Cayenne pepper and wheat mid-

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A PROSPEROUS YEAR FOR THE GERMAN APOTHE- 
CARIES’ SOCIETY. 


Annual Meeting Brings Out a Large Attendance—A Membership 
of 347 Members—Active Propaganda Work. 


The fifty-sixth annual meeting of the German Apothecaries’ 
Society of New York was held at the rooms of the society on 
Third avenue on Thursday evening, December 5. The report of 
the treasurer showed that the receipts for the year have been 
$2,046.08, with expenditures of $2,051.12, leaving a deficit of $5.04. 
The society has the sum of $3,049.50 deposited in the German 
Savings Bank. During the year sixteen members were elected, 
four died, four resigned, and five were dropped from the roll, 
leaving a total membership of 347, which is seven less than shown 
at the last annual meeting. During the year 2,600 copies of dif 
ferent periodicals had been circulated among the members. The

of the various branches and that through these gentlemen he had 
secured about one hundred samples of N. F. preparations made in 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, Cleveland and Minneapolis, which were 
on exhibition and which the members were invited to inspect 
critically. In addition to these a number of samples were shown 
which had deen contributed by the New York members, including 
a set of nine samples from the Kings County Pharmaceutical 
Society which illustrated the methods used in propaganda work 
by that organization, and three samples of the Hudson River 
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Association’s work, showing the character of labels and prepara- 
tions used by that organization. The evening was devoted mainly 
to a discussion of the various phases of propaganda work as 
brought out by an examination of these samples. 

President Alpers took occasion to point out the need for great 
care and neatness in the preparation of samples, so that the physi- 
cian might be favorably disposed toward the samples merely from 
their external appearance. He pointed out the marked differences 
in this respect between the various samples shown. He also spoke 
of the need for uniform color standards, illustrating his point by 
the fact that half a dozen different shades of color were shown in 
the various specimens of liquor antisepticus alkalinus exhibited. 
All of the samples shown, including those from New York mem- 
bers are to be forwarded to the several branches in turn for ex- 
amination and study. 

To Confer With Doctors. 

On motion of G. H. Hitchcock the Committee on Propaganda 
was instructed to prepare for the holding of a joint mass meeting 
of pharmacists and physicians some time in February, to which 
all the various local associations, both medical and pharmaceuti- 
cal, are to be invited. 

Dr. Joseph Weinstein in discussing the report made by Doctor 
Muir concerning the efforts of Kings County Society to in- 
terest pharmacists in the propaganda work, reiterated his sug- 
gestion that the branch put itself on record as advising the pur- 
chase of ready made N. F. preparations rather than be without 
them altogether. This suggestion was vigorously opposed and a 
resolution calling on pharmacists to provide themselves with 
N. F. preparations was likewise criticized and eventually with- 
drawn, the ground being taken that if a physician could be 
brought to write prescriptions the druggist would be compelled 
to make his N. F. preparations or if incompetent to do this to 
get out of the business. The Committee on Form of Reorganiza- 
tion was continued, with instructions to report at the January 
meeting, when the annual election of officers will take place.

Pharmaceuticals Bearing Personal Names. 

The chemical compounds which have been distinguished by 
personal names have been almost all introduced for medical pur- 
poses—Goulard, Mindererus, Fowler, Seignette, and Scheele are 
instances; in old time Olympian names were invoked—Mars, 
Luna, Saturn and Mercury being prominent examples. Now we

Revised Regulations Permit Sale of Specially 
Denatured Alcohol by Wholesalers Generally. 


regulations heretofore enforced alcohol denatured 
to special formulas for use in particular kinds of manu 
facturing could only be sold direct to the manufacturer or user 
by the rectifier or distiller. This regulation added so much to 
the difficulty of securing supplies that it materially restricted 
the use of the especially denatured spirit. As the result of an 
active campaign on the part of manufacturers the commissioner 
of Internal Revenue has promulgated revised regulations per 
mitting the sale of specially denatured alcohol by wholesalers 
generally. The wording of the regulations follow: 


Under the 
according 


That permits be issued to whosesale dealers, upon approval 
of their application, and that thereafter they are to be known 
bonded dealers. The dealer must provide storerooms and 
suitable storage tanks, similar to those of the manufacturer, and 
these storerooms must bear a sign reading: “Specially dena 
tured alcohol storehouse No. —.” Before the application for 
permit is granted the collector shall satisfy himself of the fit 
ness of the storeroom and tanks. The dealer shall be bonded 
in the penal sum of not less than $10,000 and at least sufficient 
to cover the tax on all spirits carried in the storeroom or in 
transit thereto. When specially denatured alcohol is shipped 
to a bonded dealer he shall, like the manufacturer, give notic: 
to the collector of his district, using Form 583 for the purpose 
The officer shall give notice of shipment and the dealer notice 
of receipt. Packages shipped from a denaturing warehouse to 
a bonded dealer shall be stenciled in addition to the other marks 


as 
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required: “Denatured for , proprietor of specially dena- 
tured alcohol bonded storeroom No. , in the —— district of 
under formula No. ——. ” A custodian for the spirits 
in store must be appointed and a record kept of the specially 
denatured alcohol received and disposed of so that it may be 
possible to determine therefrom the exact quantity of any kind 
of specially denatured alcohol that may be on hand. Manu- 
facturers desiring to purchase specially denatured alcohol from 
a wholesale dealer will file notices, on Form 583, the same as 
if purchasing from the denaturer, and the collector will address 
the order (583, Part III.) to the proprietor of the storeroom, 
and no order shall be filled by the proprietor or the custodian 
until such order has been received from the collector. 








KINGS COUNTY SOCIETY DISCUSSES OPSONINS AND 
BACTERIAL VACCINES. 


To Continue Propaganda Work—Good Results Reported—Women’s 
Organization Collecting Funds—Supplying Bacterial Vaccines 
as a Field for Pharmacists. 


An experiment was tried by the Kings County Pharmaceutical 
Society at its December meeting—that of having the regular meet- 
ing in the evening instead of in the afternoon as had been the 
custom heretofore. Another special feature of this meeting was 
the address delivered by Dr. L. H. Warner on the Opsonin 
Theory and the Probable Future for Bacterial Vaccines, which 
was illustrated with stereopticon views showing the tubes used in 
collecting the blood specimens for the determination of the op- 
sonic index and colored slides of various bacteria and of blood 
corpuscles and leucocytes. These slides showed the appearance 
of the leucocyte before and after the ingestion of bacteria. A 
number of physicians were in attendance at the meeting in addi- 
tion to the members, and the lecturer was given a hearty vote of 
thanks for the entertainment and instruction afforded by his ad- 
dress. We print an abstract of the lecture in another column. 


Nine New Members. a 


The business meeting, which preceded the address, was called 
to order by the president, Jacob H. Rehfuss, at 8.30 o’clock p. m. 
The secretary read the names of ten applicants for member- 
ship, which were referred to a committee for investigation. He 
also read the names of nine applicants whose applications had 
been favorably acted on by the committee, and upon motion of 
Dr. W. C. Anderson all nine of the applicants were elected to 
membership, as follows: Henry J. Svoboda, James Kirkeby, 
Henry M. Faust, Fred L. Nagel, William H. Philp, Henry A. 
Julius, Albert L. Adatte, John W. Bacheleder, and Frank J. 
Stokien. 

The treasurer, Oscar Kleine, reported a balance on hand of 
over $3,200 in the college fund, of which sum some $2,900 was 
locked up in the Jenkins Trust Company. The society fund 
showed a cash balance on hand of $190, some $54 of which was 
also locked up in the Jenkins Trust Company, which is now in the 
hands of a receiver. 


Legislative Matters. 

Doctor Muir reported that the Legislative Committee of the 
State Association had held a conference at Albany regarding a 
State food and drugs act and that the committee was now en- 
gaged in the work of formulating such an act. In a general way 
the act as drafted conforms closely to the national law, but does 
not permit variation from the Pharmacopeeial or N. I’. standards, 
which is permitted under the national act. He said that he un- 
derstood that the wholesale drug interests were anxious to have 
the national law followed in this respect, but that he thought it 
would be a very grave error, as the public when supplied with an 
article under the Pharmacopcrial name should receive always an 
article of Pharmacopceial strength. He said that he had attended 
a so-called conference called by the Consumers’ League and by 
the Antinarcotic Society, but that he found only two other gentle- 
men present, one from each of the bodies named. He understood 
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that these gentlemen were engaged in the preparation of an anti- 
narcotic measure which would have to be looked out for by the 
pharmaceutical interests, to make sure that no objectionable fea- 
tures were introduced. 


Propaganda Work. 


J. G. Wischerth, as chairman of the Trade Interests Commit- 
tee, stated that the work of the propaganda was being carried on, 
but that the funds were about exhausted. After much effort and 
visits to various departmental heads, including the Mayor himself, 
the committee had been given a hearing in the matter of benzin 
by the Commission on Explosives, but the results of the hearing 
have not yet been made public. 

Doctor Van Horn, who has been doing detail propaganda 
work, reported that he had called on about four hundred physi- 
cians and some two hundred druggists. The physicians generally 
were much interested in the work and seemed in fact to display 
more interest than the druggists. Doctor Muir in supplementing 
Doctor Van Horn’s report said that the increase in prescription 
business which should be credited to the work of the Trade In- 
terests Committee will include the U. S. P. as well as the N. F. 
preparations, for the Physician’s Manual, which has been distrib- 
uted by the committee, is a manual of the Pharmacopeeia as well 
as the National Formulary. Doctor Muir spoke of the interest 
displayed by the druggists on whom he had called. The only 
druggist he met who objected to the entire campaign eventually 
contributed his dollar anyhow. On the other hand a good many 
who professed to be interested did not contribute and for this 
reason the matter of funds was a very important one, as the work 
could not be carried on without money. 

The secretary was instructed to include in his card announcing 
the next month’s meeting, mention of the list of preparations, 
samples of which were to be distributed to physicians. So far the 
samples distributed were: Emulsion of codliver oil with wild 
cherry, elixir of gentian with glycerin, compound resorcin oint- 
ment, compound elixir of pepsin and alkaline antiseptic solution. 
The committee has prepared for distribution specimens of white 
pine compound, compound syrup of hypophosphites, compound 
cathartic elixir, elixir of glycerophosphates. 

A recess was then taken during which the lecture on Opsonins 
and Bacterial Vaccines was delivered by Doctor Warner. After 
the close of the lecture the meeting was adjourned, there being 
no further business.

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HUDSON RIVER ASSOCIATION TO CO-OPERATE IN 
PROPAGANDA WORK. 


Members Vote to Join in Movement of German Apothecaries’ 
Society to Form Allied Pharmaceutical Associations of Greater 
New York, and Conduct U. S. P. and N. F. Work Through 
Such Organization—Officers Elected for the Ensuing Year. 


The election of officers for the ensuing year, and approval of 
the proposition to take more active interest in legislative matters 
in New York State, as well as the decision to co-operate in the 
U. S. P. and N. F. work of the allied pharmaceutical associa- 
tions of Greater New York, were the chief features of the latest 
monthly meeting of the members of the Hudson River Phar- 
maceutical Association, which was held in Picken Hall at St. 
Nicholas avenue and 125th street on Tuesday evening, December 
10. The election of officers resulted in the unanimous choice 
of William H. Porr as president, Louis Berger as vice-president, 
Wilber F. Rawlins as secretary and A. Klingmann as treasurer. 
The trustees selected for the ensuing year are R. B. Robbins, 
B. J. Lauer, C. H. Lowe, Joseph Karlinsky, A. B. Baltzly, Louis 
Berger and C. A. Henricksen. ad 

Mr. Baltzly, who has been president throughout the last year, 
declined to accept the office again on the ground that he advo- 
cated frequent rotation in office. He expressed his appreciation 
ot the honor which the members wished to bestow upon him 
again and assured them that he was always willing to do his part 
in the work of the society. 

jacob Diner, as chairman of the committee on standard prep- 
arations, reported that during the last vear this committee had 
prepared and issued six circular letters to the physicians, to- 
gether with eight samples of U. S. P. and N. F. preparations. 
He explained that the work had been stopped during the ex- 
citement preceding the election of a member of the New York 
State Board of Pharmacy last summer, but had been resumed 
this fall and winter. He told of the splendid results obtained 
at the first of a series of joint meetings of the association’s mem- 
bers and doctors, and of the organization’s intention to continue 
these joint meetings, holding one every other month throughout 
the winter. 

“The work already accomplished,” added Mr. 
most satisfactory, and, if the members will only continue to co- 
operate with the committee, much more may be accomplished. 
We committeemen now ask you all to help us by making sug- 
gestions.” 

On behalf of the buying committee, A. Klingmann reported 
that this committee had devised a new plan whereby, as a reward 
for their work, the handlers of the goods shall be entitled to 
secure the articles handled at absolute cost price, while other 
members who avail themselves of the buying privileges shall 
pay I percent. more than the lowest figures obtainable from the 
manufacturers, the 1 percent. thus paid to be given to the hand- 
lers of these goods to compensate them for the expense of doing 
this business. Mr. Klingmann said that the new price lists to 
be prepared by the committee will contain the cost price plus 
this 1 percent. Mr. Berger, as a member of the buying com- 
mittee, told the members that they would be able to secure better 
Mr. Diner then explained

bargains this year than last year. 
that the names of those entitled to the buying privileges would 
be determined on January 1 by consulting the list of members 
who had paid their dues up to date. Mr. Klingmann then pro- 
posed that the names of the members who were in good standing 
and entitled to the buying privileges should be printed on the 
price lists to show who are entitled to the privilege. This sug- 
gestion, however, was not acted upon. 

Three applications for membership were then acted upon by 


the association. These applications came from Francis G. Couch, 


of Broadway and 142d street; A. Hermann, of Broadway and 
137th street, and H. Schwabenhausen, of Fifth avenue and 129th 
street 


All three were elected members. 
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Mr. Diner then called the attention of the members to the 
meeting of the Manhattan Pharmaceutical Association to be 
held on Monday, December 16, explaining that the important 
feature of this gathering was to be the discussion of legislative 
measures which are to be presented in Albany this winter. He 
urged the members to be present at the, Manhattan Association’s 
meeting if possible. 

After it had been been decided to establish a question box, 
L. A: Hassell submitted the suggestion that a bureau be estab- 
lished by the association for drug clerks seeking employment, the 
work of such bureau to be conducted without fees. He also 
suggested discussion of the best filtering medium, or media, for 
citrate of magnesia. Although a discussion of this filtering prob 
lem was not expected to be taken up until the next meeting, 
Mr. Klingmann told of his experience with a filtrant which had 
proved very successful in filtering citrate of magnesia. He told 
how he had frequently used for this purpose a three-gallon per- 
colator, upon the bottom of which he had placed gauze, then 
cotton and then Philadelphia or fine gravel. On top of this 
gravel, he said, he had placed another layer of gauze or cotton 
and another layer of gravel. The citrate, after passing through 
this percolator, came out perfectly clear. The gravel, he added, 
must be washed with ammonia and hot water after having been 
used once, and, after such a cleansing, it could be used three or 
four times, but then must be renewed. The filter, he concluded, 
should be washed out with lukewarm water every time it is used. 

Mr. Baltzly, as the retiring president of the association, re- 
viwed the work of the year, and expressed the conviction that 
the organization would make further progress during the ensu- 
ing year. 

Mr. Klingman told of the movement on foot among the vari- 
ous pharmaceutical associations in New York to continue the 
U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda work by acting in unison and 
sharing expenses. This idea, he explained, had originated with 
the German Apothecaries’ Society, which has proposed that its 
committee hold meetings with similar committees to be appointed 
by other pharmaceutical associations. The cost of such work, Mr. 
Diner stated, will be approximately $4,000 a year, each associa- 
tion in the Allied Pharmaceutical Associations of Greater New 
York, as this unity organization is to be called, to contribute its 
pro rata share. Continuing, Mr. Diner said: 

“It has been learned that if each association, except the two 
largest in this city, contributes from its treasury $1 for each of 
its members in good standing, the amount thus procured will be 
sufficient. No druggist has time to do the detail work or to pre- 
pare the standard preparations. We can, however, secure the 
co-operation of the New York College of Pharmacy students in 
the making of the standard preparations, which will then be sent 
out by detail men. I therefore urge that the association appoint a 
committee to represent it at the conference of the new unity 
organization. 

After some discussion, the members voted to appoint such a 
committee and co-operate with the new organization in its U. 
S. P. and N. F. work. 

Mr. Klingmann then presented his report as treasurer. For 
the year ended November 30 he reported total receipts of $271.08; 
total expenditures of $224.59, and a balance of $46.49. To this 
balance, however, he explained that he could add $10 which he 
received within the last few days in dues. 

Before adjourning the meeting, Mr. Porr, as the newly elected 
president, appointed the following standing committees: Propa 
ganda or standard preparations committee: Jacob Diner, chair 
man; A. B. Baltzly and E. C. Webb. Membership committee: J.

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NATIONAL LABORATORY AT WORK IN BUFFALO. 


Business at a Standstilli—Good Effects of National Law—First ° 
Arrest Under Cocaine Law.

3uffalo, December 20.—There are said to be quite a good 
many drug stores for sale in the city, and most of them without 
takers. There must be a queer turn to certain occupations when 
a city druggist will say, as one of them did lately, that he had a 
farm in his eye likely to fall to him before a great while that he 
would be running inside of a year unless the drug business picked 
up, little as he knew. of farming. 

Business at a Standstill. 

Still the druggists are doing about as. well as anybody in the 
mercantile line. Things are standing still to a certain extent, but 
they cannot do so long and when they move again the drug trade 
It is always too easy an occupation not to be 
more or less overdone at times. The prescription trade is fair 
and it is really the life of the drug business. Buffalo is healthy 
at present, but the druggist is getting more for special prepara- 
tions than formerly and the disposition is to stick to prices and 
add to them a little from time to time. 

There seems to be much of the old friction between the drug- 
gist and the doctor, each being inclined to complain of overreach- 
ing on the part of the other. It seems rather too bad that the 
two cannot be united more than they are in the person of the old 
apothecary revived. Part of the complaint that brought about 
the verdict against a Buffalo druggist for selling pills that are 
supposed to have made the buyer ill was that the law was broken 
by counter prescribing, though it was a patent medicine that

The National Pure Food and Drug Laboratory in Buffalo. 

Some of the city druggists are pricking up their ears over the 
prospect of being made inspectors under the new national food 
and drug law, but the officials have as yet no notice of the time 
of examination for such a position. Inspector Miller, who was 
put on at the outset for work outside of the city, is now travel- 
ing in Ohio, having covered a part of Pennsylvania in his work. 
Besides his collections the laboratory covers all importations 
coming into the city, going to the custom house every day for 
samples of imported articles. There are now on the shelves pills, 
syrups, honey, and a number of such things that are being passed 
on. If nothing is found wrong in them the custom house is noti- 
fied at once to release the goods, but if adulterations are found 
a report with a duplicate sample is rushed to Washington for 
final test. No city samples are taken regularly yet, and no re- 
port of findings is given to the public direct. 


Decline in Adulteration. 

By the way, the anarchist, who will have no law, and the 
other person who is of the opinion that there are too many laws, 
ought to make a note on the workings of the new laws on the 
subject of adulteration. It is said that the food and drug laws 
have already knocked out four-fifths of the adulterations. And 
this without having to punish anybody of account. This means 
that such laws were demanded and the authorities are setting 
about to enforce them. The next step should be to gblige adver- 
tisements as well as labels to tell the truth. After that the 
millenium ! 

Arrested Under Anti-cocaine Law, 

Under the State law forbidding the sale of cocaine without a 
prescription an arrest has been made in Buffalo, which is said 
to be the first under the law. A woman who gave her name as 
Miss Frances Howard, but who did not keep any sort of a store, 
was reported to be selling cocaine to all comers, and the police 
sent a boy with a marked quarter for some. He obtained it 
readily and when she was arrested—on the 8th—the money was 
found in her possession. She came originally from Canada, and 
it is supposed that she bought the drug there.

Boston, December 18.—Pharmacists in this State have taken 
more than usual interest in politics during the past few weeks 
In New Bedford the Hon. William J. Bullock, who was defeated 
in the Senate in November by a narrow margin, accepted a nomi 
nation on the Independent Citizens’ ticket for mayor, and waged 
a vigorous campaign for that office. On election day, early this 
month, he was elected by a large vote, receiving a plurality of 
over 1,000 votes over his nearest competitor. Salem’s mayor elect 
is Hon. John F. Hurly, who has been mayor of that city twice 
previously. Five years ago, after his last defeat, he announced 
that he would make a contest for the office until re-elected. He 
has kept his promise. Since Mr. Hurley was last mayor he has 
been engaged in the drug business, and during that time he has 
had several conflicts with the police. Alexander Rose, who for 
eight years conducted a store at 587 Washington street, Brigh- 
ton, a candidate for alderman in Boston upon the Re- 
publican ticket.

NEW ENGLAND NOTES. 

At Athol last Friday a fire in the basement of Fred W. Lord’s 
store damaged his stock to the extent of $2,000. 

Since the last monthly report of the State Board of Health, 
the board has obtained several convictions for the sale of cocaine 
preparations, Several samples of camphorated oil have also been 
examined. These were found to contain from I percent. to 16 
percent. of camphor. Specimens of spirits of camphor contained 
44 percent. to 45 percent. less camphor than the U. S. P. requires, 
and samples of tincture of iodine were from 41 percent. to 60 
percent. of U. S. P. strength. 


BOSTON DRUGGISTS DINE DOCTORS. 





Promoting Closer Relations Between Pharmacists and Doctors— 
New England Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation Busy With Propaganda.

Boston, December 7—A dinner was given at Hotel Vendome 
on the evening of December 5 by the pharmacists, under the aus- 
pices of the New England branch of the A. Ph. A., to their physi- 
cian acquaintances. About fifty physicians accepted invitations, 
and the total attendance was nearly sixty. President Packard 
and Secretary Newton were much in evidence during the evef- 
ing and their efforts aided greatly in stamping the affair as an 
unqualified success. 


The Relations of the Pharmacist and the Physician. 


The first speaker after the dinner was J. F. Finneran, and his 
topic was The Relationship of the Physician and Pharmacist. 
He carefully pointed out how the physician and pharmacist could 
be of most value to each other. 

Dr. S. H. Ayer followed. He thought the most amicable rela- 
tions should exist between the two professions. He stated that 
his most enjoyable duty was helping his druggist close up his 
store at night. 


A Talk on Digestive Ferment. 


Prof, Charles F. Nixon next read a paper on Pepsin and Its 
Preparations. He showed that all proprietary liquid pepsins are 
deficient in digestive power because of the alcohol used to prevent 
decomposition. Pure pepsins of the market retain full power in- 
definitely, as does the glycerite of the N. F. He advocated the 
use of the N. F. elixirs and essence as valuable digestants. His 
talk was illustrated by a display of tubes showing the results of 
assays in egg albumen. 

Doctor Buck commended the work of introducing official 
preparations. He thought physicians needed assistance from 
pharmacists in prescription writing, as pharmacy is ordinarily in- 
sufficiently taught in medical schools. 

Prof. E. H. La Pierre, Ph. G., followed, taking for his topic, 
Antiseptic Solutions. He clearly showed that the official prepara- 
tions met the demand from a medical standpoint despite the fact 
that the market was flooded with catchily named compounds. 
After the dinner had been served an extensive variety of official 
products were passed about.

More Power for Pharmacy Board—P. A. R. D. Grows in Num- 
bers and Influence—W. O. N. A. R. D. Enthusiastic—Grip 
Prevalent.

Philadelphia, Pa., December 19—The meeting of the Phila- 
delphia Association of Retail Druggists, which will be held on 
January 3, promises to be the most important one this association 
has ever held. On that day there will be a motion submitted for 
the increasing of the dues to $12 a year and at the same time 
there will be reports received from the various district chairmen. 
The city. has been divided up into fourteen districts, and since 
there has been a chairman of each district the work done’ by the 
association has been better than ever. The chairman of each dis- 
trict has several members associated with him, and they keep in 
close touch with all affairs pertaining to the drug trade and espe- 
cially in that section of the city which is included in their dis- 
trict. As told in the last issue of the AMERICAN Drucatst, the 
December meeting of the local association was a very interesting 
one and it showed that there was more interest being taken in the 
local association than ever before. Forty new members were ad- 
mitted and it is said that as many more will come up for admis- 
sion at the meeting in January. 


Distribution of Souvenirs Condemned. 

On January 10 the eleventh district members held a meeting 
and a resolution was presented and favorably acted upon in refer- 
ence to dispensing with the giving away of presents on several of 
the anniversary days, such as Christmas, New Year’s, Easter and 
Fourth of July. After Christmas the druggists that have stores 
in that section of the city between the Reading railroad and Tenth 
street, and from Girard to Lehigh avenues, will no longer give 
away presents.

Watching Legislation. 

The wholesale druggists are keeping a close watch on all leg- 
islation pertaining to the drug trade. Owing to adverse work 
there was no pure drug law enacted at the last session of the 
legislature of Pennsylvania and as this body does not meet next 
year there is no danger of anything being passed in this State 
until 1909. However there are other States that will have to be 
looked after and carefully watched. Mahlon N. Kline, the chair- 
man of the Committee on Legislation of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, is keeping in close touch with the various 
members of this committee. There are forty-four members of 
this committee and Mr. Kline is being kept posted on all legisla- 
tion that is likely to come up before the legislatures of the various 
States. It is said that quite a number of bills will be introduced 
in regard to the regulation of the sale of pure foods and drugs, 
and while some of the bills are considered good ones, a majority 
of them will have to be greatly modified before they will meet 
the approval of the druggists. All such bills will be taken in 
hand by this committee, and everything that is possible will be 
done to get through only such legislation as will not work a hard- 
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ship to the trade in general. Mr. Kline has given up almost all 
of his personal affairs to attend to the work of the committee 
that he is chairman of.

While it is somewhat premature, a bill has already been drawn 
to be presented to the next legislature of Pennsylvania providing 
for a new drug law and placing its enforcement in the hands of 
the Pennsylvania State Pharmaceutical Examining Board. Proofs 
of the bill have been seen by various members of the board and 
it has met with their approval. It is said that a canvass has been 
made of enough members of the legislature to assure the passage 
of the bill.

The receiver bonded in the sum of $2,000. 

Mr. Leon Ferrell, of the Ferrell-Kellam Drug Company, which 
went into the hands of receivers some time ago, has established 
himself as a jobber and manufacturers’ agent, and has made con- 
nection with several houses, which he represents here.

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CHICAGO TELEPHONE CONTRACTS ILLEGAL. 


Druggists Assured That Their Rights Will Be Conserved—Mail 
Order House Under Indictment—Prices Should Be Advanced. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


Chicago, December 18.—Local druggists were given something 
of a start recently when one of the big daily papers announced 
that under the new ordinance druggists will lose all profits on 
telephones. This paper held that, under a construction of the 
new ordinance made by Assistant Corporation Counsel Miller, the 
company cannot lower the rate and give a subscriber the benefit 
of a rebate. In other words, every nickel that goes into the slot 
must go to the company. - This, it was held, was due to a clause 
in the ordinance requiring that the company shall furnish phones 
“without discrimination and at the same rates” to every person. 
This was construed as meaning that ’phones in drug stores, 
hotels, restaurants and other public places were on a par with 
those in residences. The theorist who devised this discovered 
that the new ordinance would therefore cost the druggists of 
Chicago $20,948 a year. President Wheeler of the Chicago Tele- 
phone Company, was quoted as saying that he intended to sub- 
mit a new form of contract to the corporation counsel’s office and 
that the druggists would gain relief if this contract proved legal. 
After the appearance of the articles, Messrs. Yeomans and Light, 
president and secretary of the C. R. D. A., called upon Manager 
Hibbard, of the telephone company. They received assurance 
that the telephone company intended to live up to its agreement 
with the druggists in return for the services that had been 
rendered during the fight over the ordinance. A new adjustment 
will have to be worked out that will govern the relations between 
druggists and the company, but Mr. Hibbard gave assurance that 
the decision merely meant that care would need to be exercised 
in working out the matter in a legal way. 


Retail Prices Should Go Up. 

Advice to druggists to raise prices has been issued from N. 
A. R. D. headquarters. The argument is used that every one 
else has raised prices and that the druggists are dropping be- 
hind the procession in this regard. It is pointed out that in 
many cases prices for prescriptions, counter goods, ete., are just 
the same as they were years ago, in spite of changes in the cost 
to the druggist. Chicago druggists have started a movement 
to advance prices because of. the increased cost, as it is held that 
business cannot be profitable if any one remains too long in the 
old rut.

Mail Order House Indicted. 

The Federal Grand Jury has brought an indictment against 
the mail order house of Sears, Roebuck & Co., on complaint of 
W. J. Pilkington, who publishes a trade paper at Des Moines, 
Towa. It is charged that the advertising matter sent out by this 
firm is false and misleading and evidence purporting to establish 
that fact was collected by Mr. Pilkington. 

U. S. P. and N. F. Propaganda. 

A start has been made toward a lively campaign on behalf 
of N. I. and U. S. P. preparations. Messrs. Ladish, Crowley 
and Light of the executive board of the C. R. D. A., and 
Messrs. Sandkoetter, Storer and Klenze of the U. S. P. and N.

Condition of Trade. 


New York, December 21, 7907. 

The demand for drugs and chemicals during the interval since 
our last report has been rather dull and unimportant, and the mar- 
ket shows few new or interesting features. Only a moderate 
movement is reported for jobbing quantities, and business ge.ter- 
ally reflects the near approach of the holidays and the end of the 
year, few signs of speculative interest being noticeable. The gen- 
eral tendency of prices is downward, as will be perceived by the 
tabulated statement of advances and declines printed below. Few 
of the changes are, however, especially significant, most of the 
declines being attributed to pressure to sell toward the close of 
the year. Manufacturers have announced a sharp advance in the 
price of vanillin, and quince seed is again higher. In the botanic 
drugs prices are generally revised to a lower range, burdock, ipe- 
cac, mandrake and squills being cheaper. ‘Too late for meation in 
the preceding issue word was received of a sharp decline in the 
price of santonin, the figure being cut nearly in two; wormseed 
is, of course, correspondingly lower. Competition among dealers 
has led to a sharp cut in the price of bromides, the scale of prices 
being revised to a lower range. Synthetic camphor is offering 
more freely from the hands of the principal importers, and prices 
are less than the figures named for the natural gum. Under the 
influence of continued keen competition among manufacturers 
ether is again quoted lower from manufacturers, and the market 
remains in an unsettled condition.

Acetone is easier under new competition, and previous prices 
may be shaded to 16%c to 17¢. 

Aimond oil, sweet, true, has declined to 45c to §5c in accord- 
ance with the brand and style of package. 


Balsam, fir, Canada, has continued to be in rather limited 
supply with a decidedly firm tone to the market, though the 
quotations are, on the whole, the same as in our last report, $3.50 
to $4.00. Oregon is dull, but steady at $1.80 to $1.90. 

Balsam copaiba opened firm and under the influence of steady 
sales and limited supply quotations have been advanced to 47/%c 
to 55c for Central American and g5c to $1.00 for Para. 

Balsam Peru has declined to $2.20 to $2.45. 

Balsam tolu is dull and nominally unchanged at 23c¢ to 26c. 

Barks.—Cascara sagrada has been inquired for for export, 
but remains steady at unchanged prices of 9c to 11c. White pine 
is selling in jobbing lots at a lower range of prices, 4c to 5c 
being accepted. Soap bark is firmer at 7¢ to 7¥%2c for whole and 
4c less for crushed. Primary markets are reported devoid of 
supplies, and spot stock is light. Cramp bark is quite firm at 
6c to 6'4%c, with rather limited stock in hand. 

Buchu leaves are maintained in firm position at the former 
range of 20¢ to 26c for small. 

Cacao butter has declined in sympathy, as the result of the 
Amsterdam auction, to 42¢ to 43c for bulk and.45¢ to 50c in 12 
Ib, boxes. 

Caffeine is maintained in firm position owing to increased 
demand and $3.25 is a general inside quotation. 

Calendula flowers have advanced to 55¢ to 57'4c for German, 
and are firm at the advance. 

Cannabis indica is steady but quiet at unchanged prices. 

Cantharides are dull at 7oc to 75¢ for Russian, whole, and 
35¢ to 4oc for Chinese. The United States authorities have 
ruled that this variety shall be designated not as cantharides, but 
as Chinese beetles. 

Coca leaves have declined under the influence of additional 
supplies, and we quote Truxillo at 12c to 14¢ and Huanuco at 
24c to 28c. 

Codliver oil is in good jobbing demand at $23.00 to $28.00 
for Norwegian and $22.00 and upwards for Newfoundland. 

Cuttlefish bone is dull and rather weak at 22c to 24c for 
Trieste. 

Ether has declined to 15¢ in bulk for the U. S. P. VIII, 17¢ 
in six pound cans, 18c in five pound cans, 19c in three pound cans, 
20c in two pound cans, 22c in offe pound cans, 28c in half pound 
cans and 38c in quarter pound cans, all inclusive. Washed ether 
is 6c higher, and as stated in our last the U. S. P., 1880, is 9c 
higher, the difference in cost being due to the fact that tax paid 
alcohol must be used in the latter. 

Haarlem oil has been in more plentiful supply, and owing 
to keen competition prices have been shaded to $2.45 to $2.55. 

Hyoscyamus is steady at 8c to gc. As reported in our edi 
torial columns, supplies have come into this market from a new 
source, which show a surprisingly high alkaloid content, about 
0.8 percent., or ten times the official strength. In view of the 
fact that the alkaloid present seems to be wholly hyoscyamine 
the drug is not available for pharmacopceial preparations. Its 
botanical characteristics indicate Egypt as the probable source of 
origin. 

Juniper berries are dull, with quotations nominally at 334c 
to 4c. 

Lycopodium has declined, under pressure of sellers, to 44c to 
46c, but the change has not stimulated the local demand. 

Manna has declined, and the market is unsettled owing to 
competition. Quotations are 50c to 54c for small flake and 80c 
to 95¢ for large. 

Matico leaves have declined from 20c to 2ic in the absence 
of demand, 

Menthol has been exceedingly slow of sale, but, in the absence 
of pressure on the part of holders, the market remains nominally 
firm at $2.00 to $2.10. 
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Nux vomica has declined under lower quotations from Cal- 
cutta and spot supplies may be had at 334c to 4c. 

Opium has gradually declined during the fortnight under re- 
view, the consumptive demand having fallen off materially, while 
there seems to be an entire lack of speculative interest. Nom- 
inally $5.25 to $5.50 is quoted for cases, though jobbing orders 


could be placed at these figures. For granular and powdered 
$6.45 to $6.50 is asked. 

Quinine is inactive and dull, but the predictions of a decline 
in manufacturers’ quotations have not been realized, bulk in 100 
sunces being still quoted at 16c for German, though second hands 
quote 1c under this, and offer Java at 14c._ While all the offer- 
ings at the last bark auction in Amsterdam were taken, the price 
realized was decidedly below that ruling at the previous sale. 

Saffron, American, has declined to 30c to 32c, and is dull at 
these figures. Valencia is firm in sympathy with adverse re- 
ports from primary markets, $8.00 to $9.00 covering the range 
of prices. 

Santonin has been reduced to $5.90 to $6.00 for crystals and 
The 
reduction emanated from the Russian monopoly, but so far no de- 
tails are forthcoming for the reason for it, though the parent 
drug, which is also controlled by the monopoly, has also declined. 

Sugar of milk, domestic powdered, is selling at 14c to 14¥%c 
for barrels, the inside figure being for prompt delivery. 

lonka beans, Para, are in somewhat more plentiful supply, 
but prices are unchanged at 25c to 28c. Spot stocks of Angostura

Bromides have declined, the German Bromine Syndicate hay 
ing-reduced quotations 2c a pound to 13¢ for potassium bromide, 
i8c for sodium bromide and 20c for ammonia bromide. Domestic 
manufacturers are prompt to follow the lead of foreign. ‘The 
bromine war has been going on now for a couple of years and 
seems as far as ever from settlement. 

Lithium carbonate, under the influence of active competition, 
has declined to 55c to 60c, and the market is unsettled. 

Quicksilver is in steady jobbing demand at 6Ic to 63c. 

Sodium nitrate is somewhat firmer and there is less pressure 
to sell, quotations remaining at $2.45 to $2.4714c per 100 pounds. 

Sulphur is still in a very unsettled condition owing to the lack 
of definite agreement between Mr. Frasch, representing the Lou- 
isian sulphur interest, and Signor Luzatti, former minister of 
Italian finance. The Italian authorities are hopeful of securing 
-oncessions from Mr. Frasch which will give them a better outlet 
for the product of the Sicilian quarries, and, lacking any agree- 
ment, have been offering sulphur for the United States at low 
prices. Recently, however, there are indications that some sort 
of an agreement either has been or is about to be reached, which 
have had a stimulating effect on the market. Small jobbing lots, 
however, have not been affected, and quotations remain $1.85 to 
$2.15 for roll, $2.20 to $2.60 for flowers.

Cassia is offered to arrive at a lower range of prices, though 
spot stocks are firm at $1.65% to $1.70. 

Lavender flowers has declined to $2.30 to $3.00, and is dull 
at the figure quoted. 

Lemongrass is lower, being quoted at $1.00 to $1.30 as to 
brand. 

Lemon is weak, and has been shaded to $1.00 in some quarters. 

Orange is the only one of the Messina essences which shows 
any firmness, the offerings being rather light. We quote $2.60 
to $2.65 for sweet and $2.40 to $2.55 for bitter. 

Sassafras has been advanced 75c to 85c, and the artificial oil 
from 36c to 37c. 

lansy seems to be in better supply, and in consequence hold- 
ers have shown a disposition to shade their quotations, being 
willing to accept $4.50 to $4.75.

Aloes has been duil and heavy during the period under re- 
view, and prices have been reduced to 8%4c to 9c for Cape and

This is a matter for serious thought, and ought to be considered by many 
firms who manufacture patent medicines and have so far confined themselves to the domestic 
trade, though there is a large and open field to develop their products in foreign territories.”

The Camphor Industry. 


The camphor industry in South China is steadily developing, 
says the Toyo Yakuho, or Oriental Druggist, of Yokohama. 
About one million kin was produced there last year, against half 
a million kin in 1905. Between January and August this year 
about one million and a half of kin was exported to London by 
Messrs. Samuel Samuel & Co. from Foochow, the centre of the 
camphor market in South China. Taken in conjunction with cam- 
phor to be supplied with home customs it will probably amount to 
four million kin before the end of this year. Camphor industry in 
China was first started by Japanese, but its rapid progress is 
largely duc to a considerable rise of price in Europe consequent 
In June last about 400 yen was offered 
On the other 


on a heavy demand there. 
in London for one hundred kin of refined camphor. 
hand, artificial camphor began to be produced in Germany by 
chemical means and to be sold at a low price. The genuine cam- 
phor market was consequently affected and the quotation, gradu 
ally declining since.-was lately 220 to 230 yen in London per 100 
kin. Therefore, the camphor industry in South China, once de- 
cidedly prosperous, is now falling on evil days. Apropos, the Jap 
anese authorities concerned have recently dispatched an expert to 
inquire into the conditions in South China as they may affect the 
industry in Formosa 

A Formosan Government general ordinance was recently ga 
zetted promulgating the detailed regulations for the encourage 
ment of camphor plantation in Formosa. Those who desire to 
receive camphor seedlings for plantation shall apply to the local 
office concerned before the end of September. The authorities 
may let without charge required tracts of land to planters, who 
ought to begin the work within one month from the appointed 
date and to report the result thereof to the authorities concerned 
These concessions may be renewed, but cannot be negotiated with 
out the permission of the Governor General of Formosa. 

As to the monopoly contract between the Japanese Government 
and Messrs & Co. for the Formosan 
camphor expires in March next year, it is reported that the Mitsui 
The Japanese 


Samuel Samuel sale of 
Bussan Kaisha is trying to obtain this privilege. 
Government admits the valuable services rendered by Messrs. Sam- 
uel Samuel & Co, in extending the market for camphor since the 
commencement of the camphor business, and considers it difficult 
therefore to transfer the business to the Japanese company in the 
absence of any shortcoming on the part of the foreign firm. It is 
reported that the Japanese Government intends to undertake the 
business itself from next year, and will station official commis- 
sioners in London and New York for this purpose. 





Synthetic Camphor Duty Free. 





In a decision by Judge Platt, in the United States Circuit 
Court, handed down November 25, the action of the Board of 
General Appraisers in permitting synthetic camphor to enter free 
of duty was affirmed. The controversy arose over the fact that 
artificial camphor was not an article of commerce at the time 
the present tariff schedules were drawn up in 1897. 

The contention of the Government was that the synthetic 
article should be assessed at 6 cents per pound as “refined” cam- 
phor. The importers in the case, Schering & Glatz, of New 
York, claimed free entry for the merchandise as crude camphor. 
In his decision Judge Platt says, in part: 

“The Government acquiesced in a decision of the board of 
appraisers *in 1902 which classified an importation of natural 
camphor from Formosa as crude; and a like product has been 
coming in since then free. That merchandise was in a pretty 
fair condition of purity with a high melting and boiling point, 
and quite clean looking. It would be unfair to levy tribute on 
such artificial camphor as that in issue and permit such a product 
as the improved Formosa to come in free.”

The Latest on the Ownership of the Prescription. 


In reply to a query, the Journal of the American Medical 
\ssociation, for December 7, gives the following information re 
garding the disputed question of the ownership of the pre- 
scription : 

“The ownership of the physician’s prescription is a question 
which has never been decided by the higher courts. In one case 
in Ohio it was decided that the files of prescriptions in a drug 
store belonged to the druggist, and that the prescriptions were 
not a part of the general stock of the drug store, and, therefore, 
could not be held under the mortgage covering the stock in the 
store. In Missouri, under a statutory provision, prescriptions are 
required to be preserved by druggists, and therefore are held, to 
an extent, to become public papers. (State vs. Davis, 108 Mo., 
666.) The case of the R. C. Stuart Drug Company vs. Hirsch, 50 
Southwestern Reporter, 583, decided by the Court of Civil Ap 
peals of Texas, March 22, 1899, expresses the opinion that a drug- 
gist has a property right in prescriptions.

In reply to an inquiry by G. T. Davis, Collector, Twelfth 
District, Scranton, Pa., Commissioner Capers has announced the 
following ruling regarding the manufacture of witchhazel :

munication from the distilling company, submitting a

In steam distillation, which is much simpler, the wood is 
chipped and placed in a closed receptacle, into which steam is 
blown from a boiler, and the volatile compounds which are not 
chemically united with the rest aré vaporized and carried out 
of the retort with the Though in practice the wood 
is oiten so much overheated that the wood fibre is slightly de- 
composed, and though it is quite possible to carry the over 
heating so far that the process becomes one of destructive dis 
tillation, it is nevertheless true that “‘steain distillation,” as the 
term is technically used, signifies the separation of volatile 
products from wood with, at most, but little decomposition of 
the wood fibre. 

With both these proeesses the vaporized compounds after 
leaving the retort pass through water-cooled tubes, where they 
are condensed into the crude liquors which after refining yield 
marketable products. 

Different woods give different marketable products after dis- 
tillation. Thus the hard woods—beech, birch and maple—yield 
lime acetate, wood alcohol and charcoal, and longleaf pine yields 
turpentine, tar, pine oils and charcoal. This difference in the 
products is due to the fact that pine woods are resinous, while 
hard woods are non-resinous. From the point of view of 
products, therefore, it is necessary to distinguish between the 
kinds of wood used, as well as between the distillation processes.
